An exhibit highlighting the acquisition by the BSO Archives of the Whitestone Photo¬ 
graph Collection, a collection of more than 90,000 negatives and prints documenting 
the rich musical life at Tanglewood, the BSO's summer home 
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Having celebrated his twentieth anniversary as Boston Pops Conductor in 2015, Keith 
Lockhart is the second longest-tenured conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra since 
its founding in 1885. He took over as conductor in 1995, following John Williams's 
thirteen-year tenure from 1980 to 1993; Mr. Williams succeeded the legendary Arthur 
Fiedler, who was at the helm of the orchestra for nearly fifty years. During his tenure, 
Keith Lockhart has significantly expanded the orchestra's programming, focused on 
national annual touring, and participated in major media events. He has solidified the 
Pops's place in the fabric of the New England community and has led the Boston Pops in 
countless performance situations. The list of more than 250 guest artists with whom he 
has collaborated is a virtual "who's who" of performers and pop culture icons. 

Keith Lockhart has conducted more than 1,800 Boston Pops concerts, most of which 
have taken place during the orchestra's spring and holiday seasons in Boston's historic 
Symphony Hall. Mr. Lockhart has also led annual Boston Pops appearances at Tangle- 
wood, 42 national tours to 146 cities in 35 states, and four international tours to Japan 
and Korea. He and the Pops have participated in such high-profile sporting events as 
Super Bowl XXXVI, the 2008 NBA finals, the 2013 Boston Red Sox Ring Ceremony, and 
the Red Sox Opening Day game at Fenway Park in 2009. The annual July 4 Boston Pops 
Fireworks Spectacular draws a live audience of 800,000 to the Charles River Esplanade 
and millions more who view it on television or live webcast. In 2017, with Eaton Vance as 
presenting sponsor and Bloomberg exclusive media partner, the Pops organization pres¬ 
ents its first self-produced Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular, which will be broadcast 
on Bloomberg Television and all its media outlets. 

Mr. Lockhart has led eight albums on the RCA Victor/BMG Classics label, including two— 
The Celtic Album and The Latin Album —that earned Grammy nominations. Recent releases 


on Boston Pops Recordings include The Red Sox Album, A Boston Pops Christmas-Live 
from Symphony Hall, and The Dream Lives On: A Portrait of the Kennedy Brothers, which 
was a Boston Pops commission premiered in 2010 during the orchestra's 125th season. 
Released at the beginning of the 2017 Pops season, Lights, Camera...Music! Six Decades of 
John Williams features Keith Lockhart leading the Boston Pops in a collection of Williams's 
compositions from the 1960s onward, some of which can be considered rarities. 

Programming-wise, Keith Lockhart has put an increased focus on musical theater, attract¬ 
ing such leading Broadway artists as Kristen Chenoweth, Idina Menzel, Kelli O'Hara, 
Bernadette Peters, and Billy Porter to the Pops stage. He has worked closely with hun¬ 
dreds of talented young musicians, including Fellows of the Tanglewood Music Center, 
college students from the Boston Conservatory and Berklee College of Music, and area 
high school students. He introduced the PopSearch talent competition and the innova¬ 
tive JazzFest and EdgeFest series, featuring prominent jazz and indie artists performing 
with the Pops. He is dedicated to building and updating the Boston Pops library of music, 
which contains over five thousand arrangements. 

With a renewed commitment to bring the Boston Pops into the Boston community and 
to important civic events, Keith Lockhart and the Pops have appeared at gubernatorial 
and mayoral inauguration ceremonies; the annual tree lighting in Boston's Public Garden; 
sporting events including Red Sox, Patriots, Bruins, and Celtics games; and the memorial 
service for the Boston Marathon bombing victims. He has led free concerts in such major 
public spaces as Boston Common and Franklin Park, and each holiday season brings 
members of the Pops to play for patients at Children's Hospital. 

Perhaps the most significant key to Keith Lockhart's success is his ability to connect pas¬ 
sionately with audiences through his engaging programs, his commitment to speaking 
directly from the stage with fascinating insights into the music, and his inherent under¬ 
standing of the importance of what sets the Pops experience apart from a traditional 
orchestra concert—an atmosphere of music-making that is both fun and entertaining for 
music lovers of all ages. 

In addition to occupying the Julian and Eunice Cohen Boston Pops Conductor chair, 
Keith Lockhart currently serves as principal conductor of the BBC Concert Orchestra 
in London, which he led in the June 2012 Diamond Jubilee Concert for Queen Elizabeth 
II, and as artistic director of the Brevard Music Center summer institute and festival in 
North Carolina. Prior to his BBC appointment, he spent eleven years as music director 
of the Utah Symphony, which he led at the 2002 Olympic Winter Games in Salt Lake 
City. He has appeared as a guest conductor with virtually every major symphonic 
ensemble in North America, as well as several in Asia and Europe. Prior to coming to 
Boston, he was the associate conductor of both the Cincinnati Symphony and Cincinnati 
Pops orchestras, as well as music director of the Cincinnati Chamber Orchestra. Born in 
Poughkeepsie, NY, Keith Lockhart began his musical studies with piano lessons at the 
age of seven. He holds degrees from Furman University and Carnegie Mellon University, 
and honorary doctorates from several American universities. Visit keithlockhart.com for 
further information. 
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In a career spanning six decades, John Williams has become one of America's most 
accomplished and successful composers for film and for the concert stage; he remains 
one of our nation's most distinguished and contributive musical voices. In January 1980, 
Mr. Williams was named nineteenth conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra, succeed¬ 
ing the legendary Arthur Fiedler. He currently holds the title of George and Roberta 
Berry Boston Pops Conductor Laureate, which he assumed following his retirement in 
December 1993, after fourteen highly successful seasons. He also holds the title of 
Artist-in-Residence at Tanglewood. In addition, he maintains thriving artistic relationships 
with many of the world's great orchestras. His 40-year artistic partnership with director 
Steven Spielberg has resulted in such acclaimed and successful films as Schindler's List, 

E.T. The Extra-Terrestrial, Jaws, Jurassic Park, Close Encounters of the Third Kind, the Indiana 
Jones films, Lincoln, Saving Private Ryan, War Horse, The Adventures of Tintin, Amistad, 
Munich, Hook, Catch Me If You Can, Minority Report, A.I. Artificial Intelligence, and Empire 
of the Sun. Mr. Williams also composed the scores for all seven Star Wars films, the first 
three Harry Potter films, Superman, JFK, Born on the Fourth of July, Memoirs of a Geisha, Far 
and Away, The Accidental Tourist, Home Alone, Nixon, The Patriot, The Book Thief, Angela's 
Ashes, Seven Years in Tibet, The Witches of Eastwick, Rosewood, Sleepers, Sabrina, Presumed 
Innocent, The Cowboys, The Reivers , and Goodbye, Mr. Chips , among many others. His most 
recent film project was Star Wars: The Last Jedi. He has worked with such legendary direc¬ 
tors as Alfred Hitchcock, William Wyler, and Robert Altman. He adapted the score for 
the film version of Fiddler on the Roof , for which he composed original violin cadenzas for 
renowned virtuoso Isaac Stern. He has appeared on recordings as pianist and conductor 
with Itzhak Perlman, Joshua Bell, Jessye Norman, and others. Mr. Williams has received 
five Academy Awards and a total of fifty Oscar nominations, making him the Academy's 
most-nominated living person. He also has received seven British Academy Awards 



(BAFTA), twenty-three Grammys, four Golden Globes, five Emmys, and numerous gold and 
platinum records. 

A composition student of Mario Castelnuovo-Tedesco, Mr. Williams also studied piano at 
the Juilliard School with Madame Rosina Lhevinne. He began his career in the film indus¬ 
try working with such accomplished composers as Bernard Herrmann, Alfred Newman, 
and Franz Waxman. He went on to write music for more than 200 television films for the 
groundbreaking, early anthology series Alcoa Theatre , Kraft Television Theatre, Chrysler The¬ 
atre, and Playhouse 90. His more recent contributions to television music include themes 
for NBC Nightly News ("The Mission"), the theme for what has become network television's 
longest-running series, NBC's Meet the Press , and the prestigious PBS arts showcase Great 
Performances. 

Mr. Williams has composed numerous works for the concert stage, among them two sym¬ 
phonies, and concertos for flute, oboe, violin, clarinet, viola, and tuba. His cello concerto 
was commissioned by the Boston Symphony Orchestra and premiered by Yo-Yo Ma at 
Tanglewood in 1994. Mr. Williams also has filled commissions by several of the world's 
leading orchestras, including a bassoon concerto for the New York Philharmonic, a trum¬ 
pet concerto for the Cleveland Orchestra, and a horn concerto for the Chicago Symphony 
Orchestra. "Seven for Luck," a seven-piece song cycle for soprano and orchestra based on 
texts by former U.S. Poet Laureate Rita Dove, was premiered by the Boston Symphony at 
Tanglewood in 1998. And at the opening concert of their 2009-10 season, James Levine led 
the Boston Symphony in the premiere of Mr. Williams's "On Willows and Birches," a new 
concerto for harp and orchestra. 

One of America's best-known and most distinctive artistic voices, Mr. Williams has com¬ 
posed music for many important cultural and commemorative events, including "Liberty 
Fanfare" for the rededication of the Statue of Liberty in 1986, "American Journey" for the 
America's Millennium concert in Washington, D.C., on New Year's Eve 1999, and "Sound¬ 
ings" for the gala opening of Walt Disney Concert Hall in Los Angeles. In the world of sport, 
he has contributed musical themes for the 1984,1988, and 1996 Summer Olympic Games, 
and the 2002 Winter Olympic Games. 

Mr. Williams holds honorary degrees from twenty-one American universities, including 
The Juilliard School, Boston College, Northeastern University, Tufts University, Boston 
University, the New England Conservatory of Music, the University of Massachusetts at 
Boston, The Eastman School of Music, the Oberlin Conservatory of Music, and the Uni¬ 
versity of Southern California. He is a recipient of the 2009 National Medal of Arts, the 
highest award given to artists by the United States Government. In 2003 he received the 
Olympic Order, the IOC's highest honor, for his contributions to the Olympic movement. 

He served as the Grand Marshal of the 2004 Rose Parade in Pasadena, and was a recip¬ 
ient of the Kennedy Center Honor in December 2004. In 2016, he received the AFI's Life 
Achievement Award, the first time this award has been given to a composer. In January 
2009, Mr. Williams composed and arranged "Air and Simple Gifts" especially for the 
inaugural ceremony of President Barack Obama. 
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In 2017 the Boston Pops, affectionately called "America's 
Orchestra," enters its 132nd season of entertaining audiences 
in Boston and beyond. Boston Pops Conductor Keith Lockhart 
marks his 23rd year at the helm of the orchestra. Highlights 
include a season-long tribute to Boston Pops Conductor Laureate 
John Williams, debuts by some of today's most compelling 
artists, and the return of favorite performers and themes. 


When Civil War veteran Henry Lee Higginson founded the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra in 1881, he called its establishment 
"the dream of my life." From the start he intended to present, 
in the warmer months, concerts of light classics and the popular music of the day. From a 
practical perspective, Higginson realized that these "lighter" performances, to be called 
"Promenade Concerts," would provide year-round employment for his musicians, and 
in 1885 he was able to fulfill his vision. In May of that year—a little more than a month 
before the inaugural "Promenade Concert"—German-born conductor Adolf Neuendorff, 
under the aegis of the BSO, conducted a series of "Popular Concerts" in the Boston 
Music Hall, where the audience sat in typical concert seating and no refreshments were 
served. On July 11,1885, Neuendorff—who became the first conductor of the Pops, 
before that name was officially adopted—led the first official "Promenade Concert," 
distinguished from "Popular Concerts" by virtue of seating (tables and chairs instead 
of auditorium-style rows), program format (three parts divided by two intermissions, 
during which patrons could promenade around the concert hall), and the availability of 
food and beverages. For the rest of the 19th century, although formally called "Promenade 
Concerts," they continued to be referred to informally as "Popular," which eventually 
became shortened to "Pops," the name officially adopted in 1900. The following year 
the orchestra performed for the first time in its new home, Symphony Hall. Not only is 
this performance space acoustically outstanding, it was also designed, at Higginson's

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insistence, so that the rows of floor seats for Boston Symphony concerts could be 
replaced by tables and chairs for Pops concerts. To this day, patrons sitting at the 
cabaret-style tables can enjoy food and drink, along with the kind of musical entertain¬ 
ment only the Boston Pops can provide. 

Some people may not realize that there were seventeen Pops conductors—beginning 
with the aforementioned Adolf Neuendorff—who preceded Arthur Fiedler, the first 
American-born musician to lead the orchestra. In his nearly 50-year tenure as Pops 
Conductor (1930-1979), Arthur Fiedler established the Boston Pops as a national icon. 
He moved the Pops beyond its origins in light-classical music into the world of pop 
culture, showcasing the popular artists of the day 
as well as the work of young American compos¬ 
ers and arrangers. Mr. Fiedler organized the first 
free outdoor orchestral concerts on the Charles 
River Esplanade that led to Boston's now-famous 
Fourth of July concert, established the Pops as 
the most recorded orchestra in history—including 
the best-seller "Jalousie”—and introduced the Eve¬ 
ning at Pops television series, bringing the orches¬ 
tra into the living rooms of countless Americans. 

When John Williams (1980-1993) succeeded 
Arthur Fiedler, he was the most highly acclaimed 
composer in Hollywood, and today, with 50 
Academy Award nominations, he is the most- 
nominated living person in Academy history. With 
the Pops, Mr. Williams continued the orchestra's prolific recording tradition with a 
series of best-selling albums for the Philips and Sony Classical labels, broadened and 
updated the Pops repertoire—commissioning new compositions and introducing new 
arrangements of Boston Pops classics—and entertained audiences with live orchestral 
accompaniment to film clips of memorable movie scenes, many of which featured icon¬ 
ic music from his own film scores. He traveled extensively with the Pops both nationally

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and internationally, leading the Pops on 
its first tours to Japan. Mr. Williams 
also brought a bit of Hollywood to the 
Pops stage, with special appearances 
by Steven Spielberg, Martin Scorsese, 
and Frank Langella, not to mention Darth 
Vader, R2D2, and C3PO. 

Having led more than 1,800 Boston Pops 
concerts in his 22-year tenure, Keith 
Lockhart (1995-present) has created 
programs that reach out to a broader 
and younger audience by presenting artists—both established performers and rising 
stars—from virtually every corner of the entertainment world, all the while maintaining 
the Pops' appeal to its core audience. He has made 78 television shows, led 42 national 
and four overseas tours with the Boston Pops Esplanade Orchestra, led the Pops at 
several high-profile sports events, and recorded fourteen albums. Mr. Lockhart's tenure 
has been marked by a dramatic increase in touring, the orchestra's first Grammy nom¬ 
inations, the first major network national broadcast of the Fourth-of-July spectacular 
from the Esplanade, and the release of the Boston Pops' first self-produced and self- 
distributed recordings. 

Opening the 132nd Pops season is Grammy winner and Oscar nominee Queen Latifah, 
who is sure to display her musical versatility in her Boston Pops debut. Also appearing 
for the first time with the Pops is Leslie Odom, Jr., who earned a Tony Award for his 
portrayal of Aaron Burr in Hamilton. Throughout the season, Keith Lockhart and the 
Boston Pops Orchestra celebrate the career and 85th birthday year of Boston Pops 
Conductor Laureate and master film composer John Williams, exploring the undeni¬ 
ably powerful combination of movies and music. Two of the most popular movies of all 
time— E.T. and Jaws —will be screened at Symphony Hall while the orchestra performs 
the John Williams scores. The maestro himself returns to the Pops podium, sharing it 
with Keith Lockhart for the annual Film Night, which this year will feature music from 
Star Wars: The Force Awakens and memorable themes from other notable films. In another 
birthday tribute, Keith leads the Pops in some of John Williams' most familiar movie 
music, along with excerpts from some of his works for the concert stage. 

The creative Ben Folds returns to the Pops stage for a performance to include his criti¬ 
cally acclaimed piano concerto, and Cirque de la Symphonie makes an encore appear¬ 
ance to dazzle audiences with acrobatic and aerial feats. The 1980s live again when the 
B-52s, who first appeared with the Pops last summer at Tanglewood, bring the party to 
Symphony Hall. In a tribute to ABBA, Arrival from Sweden performs the catchy tunes

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that made the band one of the most successful pop acts of all time. 
"Gospel Night" marks a significant milestone in 2017, as Charles 
Floyd leads the Pops' 25th annual celebration of traditional and 
contemporary gospel music, joined by special guest CeCe Winans. 
A program entitled "The Beatles & Beyond" showcases the music 
of Lennon and McCartney, as well as their successors, in dynamic 
symphonic arrangements led by guest conductor Steve Hackman. 
Capping off the season, Keith Lockhart and the Boston Pops are 
especially proud to present the world premiere of the symphonic ver¬ 
sion of the popular Broadway show Sondheim on Sondheim , saluting 
our greatest living composer for musical theater. 


The July Fourth concert on the Charles River Esplanade opens a 
new page in its history, as the Pops organization presents its first self-produced Boston 
Pops Fireworks Spectacular. For an initial period of three years, Eaton Vance, a leading 
global asset manager, is the presenting sponsor of the event and Bloomberg, the global 
business and financial information and 
news leader, exclusive media partner. 

Melissa Etheridge, Andy Grammer, and 
Leslie Odom, Jr., join Keith and the Pops for 
this star-spangled performance, which will 
be broadcast on Bloomberg Television, 
as well as on radio to a worldwide audi¬ 
ence via its flagship station in Boston, on 
Bloomberg.com, and via its mobile app. 

For Pops patrons at Symphony Hall, the 
Pops' free new tablet app—available for 
iPads (as a download from iTunes), and 
soon for Android devices—offers access to 
a variety of content to enhance the concert 
experience and learn more about the Pops 
musicians and Symphony Hall. 



"Each year our goal at the Boston Pops is to 

present our audiences a season rich in variety and scope," comments Keith Lockhart, 
"one that both celebrates the extraordinary traditions of the orchestra and introduces 
new and vibrant artists who have left an indelible mark on the culture of our time. We 
hope that our wonderfully loyal audiences, along with new visitors to the Boston Pops, 
will join us for what promises to be an extraordinary, one-of-a-kind season."

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The first home of the Boston Symphony Orchestra was the old Boston 
Music Hall, which stood downtown where the Orpheum Theatre now 
stands, held about 2,400 seats, and was threatened in 1893 by the city's 
road-building/rapid transit project. That summer, the BSO's founder, 
Major Henry Lee Higginson, organized a corporation to finance a new 
and permanent home for the orchestra. On October 15,1900—some 
seven years and $750,000 later—the new hall was opened. The inau¬ 
gural gala concluded with a performance of Beethoven's Missa Solemnis 
under the direction of then music director Wilhelm Gericke. 


At Higginson's insistence, the architects—McKim, Mead & White of 
New York—engaged Wallace Clement Sabine, a young assistant pro¬ 
fessor of physics at Harvard, as their acoustical consultant, and Symphony Hall became the 
first auditorium designed in accordance with scientifically-derived acoustical principles. It 
is now ranked as one of the three best concert halls in the world, along with Amsterdam's 
Concertgebouw and Vienna's Musikverein. Bruno Walter called it "the most noble of 
American concert halls," and Herbert von Karajan, comparing it to the Musikverein, noted 
that "for much music, it is even better... because of the slightly lower reverberation time." 


Symphony Hall is 61 feet high, 75 feet wide, and 125 feet long from the lower back wall to 
the front of the stage. The walls of the stage slope inward to help focus the sound. The side 
balconies are shallow so as not to trap any of the sound, and though the rear balconies are 
deeper, sound is properly reflected from the back walls. The recesses of the coffered ceiling 
help distribute the sound throughout the hall, as do the statue-filled niches along the three 
sides. The auditorium itself is centered within the building, with corridors and offices insu¬ 
lating it from noise outside. The leather seats are the ones installed for the hall's opening 
in 1900. With the exception of the wood floors, the hall is built of brick, steel, and plaster, 
with only a moderate amount of decoration, the original, more ornate plans for the build¬ 
ing's exterior having been much simplified as a cost-reducing measure. But as architecture 
critic Robert Campbell has observed, upon penetrating the "outer carton" one discovers 
"the gift within—the lovely ornamented interior, with its delicate play of grays, its statues, 
its hint of giltwork, and, at concert time, its sculptural glitter of instruments on stage." 


Symphony Hall was designed so that the rows of seats could be replaced by tables for Pops 
concerts. For BSO concerts, the hall seats 2,625. For Pops concerts, the capacity is 2,371,

including 241 small tables on the main floor. To accommodate this flexible system—an 
innovation in 1900—an elevator, still in use, was built into the Symphony Hall floor. Once a 
year the five Symphony Hall chandeliers are lowered to the floor and all 394 lightbulbs are 
changed. The sixteen replicas of Greek and Roman statues—ten of mythical subjects, six of 
actual historical figures—are related to music, art, and literature. The statues were donated 
by a committee of 200 Symphony-goers and cast by P.P. Caproni and Brother, Boston, mak¬ 
ers of plaster reproductions for public buildings and art schools. They were not ready for the 
opening concert, but appeared one by one during the first two seasons. 

The Symphony Hall organ, an Aeolian-Skinner designed by G. Donald Harrison and installed 
in 1949, is considered one of the finest concert hall organs in the world. The console was 
autographed by Albert Schweitzer, who expressed his best wishes for the organ's tone. 
There are more than 4,800 pipes, ranging in size from 32 feet to less than six inches and 
located behind the organ pipe facade visible to the audience. The organ was commissioned 
to honor two milestones in 1950: the fiftieth anniversary of the hall's opening, and the 
200th anniversary of the death of Johann Sebastian Bach. The 2004-05 season brought 
the return to use of the Symphony Hall organ following a two-year renovation process by 
the firm of Foley-Baker, Inc., based in Tolland, CT. 

Two radio booths used for the taping and broadcasting of concerts overlook the stage at 
audience-left. In 2015 a space in the basement was renovated as a cutting-edge control 
room for BSO recordings. The hall was completely air-conditioned during the summer of 
1973, and in 1975 a six-passenger elevator was installed in the Massachusetts Avenue stair¬ 
well. The Massachusetts Avenue lobby and box office were completely renovated in 2005. 

Symphony Hall has been the scene of more than 250 world premieres, including major 
works by Samuel Barber, Bela Bartok, Elliott Carter, Aaron Copland, Henri Dutilleux, George 
Gershwin, Sofia Gubaidulina, John Harbison, Walter Piston, Sergei Prokofiev, Roger Sessions, 
Igor Stravinsky, Michael Tippett, John Williams, and Ellen Taaffe Zwilich. For many years 
the biggest civic building in Boston, it has also been used for many purposes other than

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concerts, among them the First Annual Automobile Show of the Boston Automobile Dealers' 
Association (1903), the Boston premiere of Cecil B. DeMille's film version of Carmen star¬ 
ring Geraldine Farrar (1915), the Boston Shoe Style Show (1919), a debate on American 
participation in the League of Nations (1919), a lecture/demonstration by Harry Houdini 
debunking spiritualism (1925), a spelling bee sponsored by the Boston Herald (1935), 
Communist Party meetings (1938-40; 1945), Jordan Marsh-sponsored fashion shows 
“dedicated to the working woman" (1940s), and all the inaugurations of former longtime 
Boston mayor James Michael Curley. 

A couple of interesting points for observant concertgoers: The plaques on the proscenium 
arch were meant to be inscribed with the names of great composers, but the hall's original 
directors were able to agree unanimously only on Beethoven, so his remains the only name 
above the stage. The ornamental initials “BMH" in the staircase railings on the Huntington 
Avenue side (originally the main entrance) reflect the original idea to name the building 
Boston Music Hall, but the old Boston Music Hall, where the BSO had performed since its 
founding in 1881, was not demol¬ 
ished as planned, and a decision 
on a substitute name was not 
reached until Symphony Hall's 
opening. 

In 1999, Symphony Hall was 
designated and registered by the 
United States Department of the 
Interior as a National Historic 
Landmark, a distinction marked 
in a special ceremony at the 
start of the 2000-01 season. In 
2000-01, the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra marked the centennial of its home, renewing Symphony Hall's role as a crucible 
for new music activity, as a civic resource, and as a place of public gathering. The pro¬ 
gramming and celebratory events included world premieres of works commissioned by the 
BSO, the first steps of a new master plan to strengthen Symphony Hall's public presence, 
and the launching of an initiative to extend the sights and sounds of Symphony Hall via the 
internet. Recent renovations have included new electrical, lighting, and fire safety systems; 
an expanded main lobby with a new marble floor; and, in 2006, a new hardwood stage floor 
matching the specifications of the original. For the start of the 2008-09 season, Symphony 
Hall's clerestory windows (the semi-circular windows in the upper side walls of the audito¬ 
rium) were reopened, allowing natural light into the auditorium for the first time since the 
1940s. Now more than a century old, Symphony Hall continues to serve the purpose for 
which it was built, fostering the presence of music familiar and unfamiliar, old and new—a 
mission the BSO and Boston Pops continue to carry forward into the world of tomorrow.

QUEEN LATIFAH 


Queen Latifah—musician, television and film actress, a label president, an author and 
entrepreneur—is a one-woman entertainment conglomerate. The first hip hop artist to be 
crowned with a star on the Hollywood Walk of Fame, she received rave reviews as 
well as Oscar, Golden Globe, and SAG Award nominations for her portrayal of Mama 
Morton in Chicago. She followed that with Bringing Down the House , on which she 
also acted as executive producer. Since her 1991 screen debut in Jungle Fever, she has 
starred in Set it Off (Spirit Award nomination), Living Out Loud , and The Bone Collector. 
Other film credits include Hairspray (Motormouth Maybelle), Mad Money, The Secret 
Life of Bees, Just Wright (on which she also produced), The Dilemma, Joyful Noise (on 
which she also produced), Lifetime's adaptation of Steel Magnolias (on which she 
was also an executive producer), The Last Holiday , Beauty Shop (on which she also 
produced), and Stranger Than Fiction. She is the voice of the Wooly Mammoth, Ellie, in Ice 
Age 2, Ice Age: Continental Drift, and the upcoming Ice Age: Collision Course. In the TV movie 
Life Support, Latifah was both the star and executive producer, earning an Emmy nomination, 
a Golden Globe, and a SAG Award. With a vocal talent as impressive as her acting, Queen 
Latifah released her latest album, entitled Persona, in August 2009. She is also one of music's 
most respected rappers. From her 1989 debut All Hail the Queen, to her bold foray into 
R&B, Latifah continues to define what a woman in the music industry should be. She has 
earned six Grammy nominations and a Grammy Award for Best Solo Rap Performance 
(1994). In 2004 she was nominated for Best Female Rap Solo Performance for Go Head. 

In 2005 she was nominated for Best Jazz Vocal Album for The Dana Owens Album and in 
2008 she was nominated for Best Traditional Pop Vocal Album for Trav'lin Light. Flavor Unit 
Entertainment—a production company owned and operated by Queen Latifah and her part¬ 
ner, Shakim Compere—has executive produced or produced films for both the big and small 
screens. Flavor Unit's recent multi-year licensing deal with Netflix includes the thriller House 
of Bodies. Latifah's first television series, Living Single, was a huge success and is currently 
in syndication. In 2015 she earned both Emmy and Golden Globe nominations and a SAG 
Award for her role in Bessie, an HBO biopic about blues singer Bessie Smith. Queen Latifah 
has also written a book on self-esteem entitled Ladies First: Revelations of a Strong Woman; 
her second book, Put on Your Crown: Life Lessons from the Queen, was released in May 2010. 
For two seasons she was the host of her own talk show. Recent highlights include starring in 
the film Miracles from Heaven, performing as the title character in NBC's The Wiz Live!, and 
appearing in the Fox series Star. Recent Flavor Unit productions include The Real MVP: The 
Wanda Pratt Story, a Lifetime Original Movie; The Best Place to Be, which follows celebrities

The BSO's web site (bso.org) provides information on all Boston Symphony and Boston Pops activi¬ 
ties at Symphony Hall and at Tanglewood, and is updated regularly. In addition, tickets for BSO and 
Pops concerts can be purchased online through a secure credit card transaction. 

Please note: In consideration of our artists and patrons, late seating will take place only during the 
seating break approximately five minutes after the start of each performance. 

Smoking is not permitted anywhere in Symphony Hall. 

Camera and recording equipment may not be brought into Symphony Hall during concerts. 

To avoid delays in food service, patrons at tables are encouraged to place their orders as early 
as possible. 

Patrons who bring bags to Symphony Hall are subject to mandatory inspections before entering the 
building. 

In the event of a building emergency, patrons will be notified by an announcement from the stage. 
Should the building need to be evacuated, please exit via the nearest door (see map on opposite 
page), or according to instructions. 

The box office is open from 10am until 6pm Monday through Friday and 4pm until 8:30pm on 
Saturday during the Pops season. The box office closes a half-hour past starting time for evening 
concerts. In addition, the box office opens at noon for the Saturday and Sunday matinee performances. 

To purchase Boston Pops tickets: American Express, MasterCard, Visa, Diners Club, Discover, 
a personal check, and cash are accepted at the box office. To charge tickets instantly on a major 
credit card, call "SymphonyCharge" at (617) 266-1200, from 10am until 5pm Monday through 
Friday and from 12:30pm until 4:30pm on Saturday. Outside the 617 area code, phone 1-888-266- 
1200. As noted above, tickets can also be purchased online. There is a handling fee of $6.50 for 
each ticket ordered by phone or online. 

Ticket prices range from $20 to $150. For Group Sales of 20 or more and Event Planning, call 
800-933-4255. 

First aid facilities for both men and women are available. On-call physicians attending concerts 
should leave their names and seat locations at the Cohen Wing entrance on Huntington Avenue. 

For patrons with disabilities, elevator access to Symphony Hall is available at both the Massachu¬ 
setts Avenue and Cohen Wing entrances. An access service center, large print programs, and 
accessible restrooms are available inside the Cohen Wing.

Elevators are located outside the O'Block/Kay and Cabot-Cahners rooms on the Massachusetts

entered by the Symphony Hall West Entrance. 

Ladies' rooms are located on both main corridors of the orchestra level, as well as at both ends of 
the first balcony, audience-left, and in the Cohen Wing. 

Men's rooms are located on the orchestra level, audience-right, outside the O'Block/Kay Room 
near the elevator; on the first-balcony level, also audience-right, near the elevator, outside the 
Cabot-Cahners Room; and in the Cohen Wing. 


Coatrooms are located on the orchestra and first-balcony levels, audience-left, outside the 
O'Block/Kay and Cabot-Cahners rooms, and in the Cohen Wing. Please note that the BSO is not 
responsible for personal apparel or other property of patrons.

CABOT-CAHNERS ROOM EXHIBIT—THE HEINZ W. WEISSENSTEIN/WHITESTONE 
PHOTOGRAPH COLLECTION: 45 YEARS AT TANGLEWOOD 

An exhibit highlighting the acquisition by the BSO Archives of the Whitestone Photo¬ 
graph Collection, a collection of more than 90,000 negatives and prints documenting 
the rich musical life at Tanglewood, the BSO's summer home 
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Having celebrated his twentieth anniversary as Boston Pops Conductor in 2015, Keith 
Lockhart is the second longest-tenured conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra since 
its founding in 1885. He took over as conductor in 1995, following John Williams's 
thirteen-year tenure from 1980 to 1993; Mr. Williams succeeded the legendary Arthur 
Fiedler, who was at the helm of the orchestra for nearly fifty years. During his tenure, 
Keith Lockhart has significantly expanded the orchestra's programming, focused on 
national annual touring, and participated in major media events. He has solidified the 
Pops's place in the fabric of the New England community and has led the Boston Pops in 
countless performance situations. The list of more than 250 guest artists with whom he 
has collaborated is a virtual "who's who" of performers and pop culture icons. 

Keith Lockhart has conducted more than 1,800 Boston Pops concerts, most of which 
have taken place during the orchestra's spring and holiday seasons in Boston's historic 
Symphony Hall. Mr. Lockhart has also led annual Boston Pops appearances at Tangle- 
wood, 42 national tours to 146 cities in 35 states, and four international tours to Japan 
and Korea. He and the Pops have participated in such high-profile sporting events as 
Super Bowl XXXVI, the 2008 NBA finals, the 2013 Boston Red Sox Ring Ceremony, and 
the Red Sox Opening Day game at Fenway Park in 2009. The annual July 4 Boston Pops 
Fireworks Spectacular draws a live audience of 800,000 to the Charles River Esplanade 
and millions more who view it on television or live webcast. In 2017, with Eaton Vance as 
presenting sponsor and Bloomberg exclusive media partner, the Pops organization pres¬ 
ents its first self-produced Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular, which will be broadcast 
on Bloomberg Television and all its media outlets. 

Mr. Lockhart has led eight albums on the RCA Victor/BMG Classics label, including two— 
The Celtic Album and The Latin Album —that earned Grammy nominations. Recent releases 


on Boston Pops Recordings include The Red Sox Album, A Boston Pops Christmas-Live 
from Symphony Hall, and The Dream Lives On: A Portrait of the Kennedy Brothers, which 
was a Boston Pops commission premiered in 2010 during the orchestra's 125th season. 
Released at the beginning of the 2017 Pops season, Lights, Camera...Music! Six Decades of 
John Williams features Keith Lockhart leading the Boston Pops in a collection of Williams's 
compositions from the 1960s onward, some of which can be considered rarities. 

Programming-wise, Keith Lockhart has put an increased focus on musical theater, attract¬ 
ing such leading Broadway artists as Kristen Chenoweth, Idina Menzel, Kelli O'Hara, 
Bernadette Peters, and Billy Porter to the Pops stage. He has worked closely with hun¬ 
dreds of talented young musicians, including Fellows of the Tanglewood Music Center, 
college students from the Boston Conservatory and Berklee College of Music, and area 
high school students. He introduced the PopSearch talent competition and the innova¬ 
tive JazzFest and EdgeFest series, featuring prominent jazz and indie artists performing 
with the Pops. He is dedicated to building and updating the Boston Pops library of music, 
which contains over five thousand arrangements. 

With a renewed commitment to bring the Boston Pops into the Boston community and 
to important civic events, Keith Lockhart and the Pops have appeared at gubernatorial 
and mayoral inauguration ceremonies; the annual tree lighting in Boston's Public Garden; 
sporting events including Red Sox, Patriots, Bruins, and Celtics games; and the memorial 
service for the Boston Marathon bombing victims. He has led free concerts in such major 
public spaces as Boston Common and Franklin Park, and each holiday season brings 
members of the Pops to play for patients at Children's Hospital. 

Perhaps the most significant key to Keith Lockhart's success is his ability to connect pas¬ 
sionately with audiences through his engaging programs, his commitment to speaking 
directly from the stage with fascinating insights into the music, and his inherent under¬ 
standing of the importance of what sets the Pops experience apart from a traditional 
orchestra concert—an atmosphere of music-making that is both fun and entertaining for 
music lovers of all ages. 

In addition to occupying the Julian and Eunice Cohen Boston Pops Conductor chair, 
Keith Lockhart currently serves as principal conductor of the BBC Concert Orchestra 
in London, which he led in the June 2012 Diamond Jubilee Concert for Queen Elizabeth 
II, and as artistic director of the Brevard Music Center summer institute and festival in 
North Carolina. Prior to his BBC appointment, he spent eleven years as music director 
of the Utah Symphony, which he led at the 2002 Olympic Winter Games in Salt Lake 
City. He has appeared as a guest conductor with virtually every major symphonic 
ensemble in North America, as well as several in Asia and Europe. Prior to coming to 
Boston, he was the associate conductor of both the Cincinnati Symphony and Cincinnati 
Pops orchestras, as well as music director of the Cincinnati Chamber Orchestra. Born in 
Poughkeepsie, NY, Keith Lockhart began his musical studies with piano lessons at the 
age of seven. He holds degrees from Furman University and Carnegie Mellon University, 
and honorary doctorates from several American universities. Visit keithlockhart.com for 
further information. 
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In a career spanning six decades, John Williams has become one of America's most 
accomplished and successful composers for film and for the concert stage; he remains 
one of our nation's most distinguished and contributive musical voices. In January 1980, 
Mr. Williams was named nineteenth conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra, succeed¬ 
ing the legendary Arthur Fiedler. He currently holds the title of George and Roberta 
Berry Boston Pops Conductor Laureate, which he assumed following his retirement in 
December 1993, after fourteen highly successful seasons. He also holds the title of 
Artist-in-Residence at Tanglewood. In addition, he maintains thriving artistic relationships 
with many of the world's great orchestras. His 40-year artistic partnership with director 
Steven Spielberg has resulted in such acclaimed and successful films as Schindler's List, 

E.T. The Extra-Terrestrial, Jaws, Jurassic Park, Close Encounters of the Third Kind, the Indiana 
Jones films, Lincoln, Saving Private Ryan, War Horse, The Adventures of Tintin, Amistad, 
Munich, Hook, Catch Me If You Can, Minority Report, A.I. Artificial Intelligence, and Empire 
of the Sun. Mr. Williams also composed the scores for all seven Star Wars films, the first 
three Harry Potter films, Superman, JFK, Born on the Fourth of July, Memoirs of a Geisha, Far 
and Away, The Accidental Tourist, Home Alone, Nixon, The Patriot, The Book Thief, Angela's 
Ashes, Seven Years in Tibet, The Witches of Eastwick, Rosewood, Sleepers, Sabrina, Presumed 
Innocent, The Cowboys, The Reivers , and Goodbye, Mr. Chips , among many others. His most 
recent film project was Star Wars: The Last Jedi. He has worked with such legendary direc¬ 
tors as Alfred Hitchcock, William Wyler, and Robert Altman. He adapted the score for 
the film version of Fiddler on the Roof , for which he composed original violin cadenzas for 
renowned virtuoso Isaac Stern. He has appeared on recordings as pianist and conductor 
with Itzhak Perlman, Joshua Bell, Jessye Norman, and others. Mr. Williams has received 
five Academy Awards and a total of fifty Oscar nominations, making him the Academy's 
most-nominated living person. He also has received seven British Academy Awards 



(BAFTA), twenty-three Grammys, four Golden Globes, five Emmys, and numerous gold and 
platinum records. 

A composition student of Mario Castelnuovo-Tedesco, Mr. Williams also studied piano at 
the Juilliard School with Madame Rosina Lhevinne. He began his career in the film indus¬ 
try working with such accomplished composers as Bernard Herrmann, Alfred Newman, 
and Franz Waxman. He went on to write music for more than 200 television films for the 
groundbreaking, early anthology series Alcoa Theatre , Kraft Television Theatre, Chrysler The¬ 
atre, and Playhouse 90. His more recent contributions to television music include themes 
for NBC Nightly News ("The Mission"), the theme for what has become network television's 
longest-running series, NBC's Meet the Press , and the prestigious PBS arts showcase Great 
Performances. 

Mr. Williams has composed numerous works for the concert stage, among them two sym¬ 
phonies, and concertos for flute, oboe, violin, clarinet, viola, and tuba. His cello concerto 
was commissioned by the Boston Symphony Orchestra and premiered by Yo-Yo Ma at 
Tanglewood in 1994. Mr. Williams also has filled commissions by several of the world's 
leading orchestras, including a bassoon concerto for the New York Philharmonic, a trum¬ 
pet concerto for the Cleveland Orchestra, and a horn concerto for the Chicago Symphony 
Orchestra. "Seven for Luck," a seven-piece song cycle for soprano and orchestra based on 
texts by former U.S. Poet Laureate Rita Dove, was premiered by the Boston Symphony at 
Tanglewood in 1998. And at the opening concert of their 2009-10 season, James Levine led 
the Boston Symphony in the premiere of Mr. Williams's "On Willows and Birches," a new 
concerto for harp and orchestra. 

One of America's best-known and most distinctive artistic voices, Mr. Williams has com¬ 
posed music for many important cultural and commemorative events, including "Liberty 
Fanfare" for the rededication of the Statue of Liberty in 1986, "American Journey" for the 
America's Millennium concert in Washington, D.C., on New Year's Eve 1999, and "Sound¬ 
ings" for the gala opening of Walt Disney Concert Hall in Los Angeles. In the world of sport, 
he has contributed musical themes for the 1984,1988, and 1996 Summer Olympic Games, 
and the 2002 Winter Olympic Games. 

Mr. Williams holds honorary degrees from twenty-one American universities, including 
The Juilliard School, Boston College, Northeastern University, Tufts University, Boston 
University, the New England Conservatory of Music, the University of Massachusetts at 
Boston, The Eastman School of Music, the Oberlin Conservatory of Music, and the Uni¬ 
versity of Southern California. He is a recipient of the 2009 National Medal of Arts, the 
highest award given to artists by the United States Government. In 2003 he received the 
Olympic Order, the IOC's highest honor, for his contributions to the Olympic movement. 

He served as the Grand Marshal of the 2004 Rose Parade in Pasadena, and was a recip¬ 
ient of the Kennedy Center Honor in December 2004. In 2016, he received the AFI's Life 
Achievement Award, the first time this award has been given to a composer. In January 
2009, Mr. Williams composed and arranged "Air and Simple Gifts" especially for the 
inaugural ceremony of President Barack Obama.

In 2017 the Boston Pops, affectionately called "America's 
Orchestra," enters its 132nd season of entertaining audiences 
in Boston and beyond. Boston Pops Conductor Keith Lockhart 
marks his 23rd year at the helm of the orchestra. Highlights 
include a season-long tribute to Boston Pops Conductor Laureate 
John Williams, debuts by some of today's most compelling 
artists, and the return of favorite performers and themes. 


When Civil War veteran Henry Lee Higginson founded the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra in 1881, he called its establishment 
"the dream of my life." From the start he intended to present, 
in the warmer months, concerts of light classics and the popular music of the day. From a 
practical perspective, Higginson realized that these "lighter" performances, to be called 
"Promenade Concerts," would provide year-round employment for his musicians, and 
in 1885 he was able to fulfill his vision. In May of that year—a little more than a month 
before the inaugural "Promenade Concert"—German-born conductor Adolf Neuendorff, 
under the aegis of the BSO, conducted a series of "Popular Concerts" in the Boston 
Music Hall, where the audience sat in typical concert seating and no refreshments were 
served. On July 11,1885, Neuendorff—who became the first conductor of the Pops, 
before that name was officially adopted—led the first official "Promenade Concert," 
distinguished from "Popular Concerts" by virtue of seating (tables and chairs instead 
of auditorium-style rows), program format (three parts divided by two intermissions, 
during which patrons could promenade around the concert hall), and the availability of 
food and beverages. For the rest of the 19th century, although formally called "Promenade 
Concerts," they continued to be referred to informally as "Popular," which eventually 
became shortened to "Pops," the name officially adopted in 1900. The following year 
the orchestra performed for the first time in its new home, Symphony Hall. Not only is 
this performance space acoustically outstanding, it was also designed, at Higginson's

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insistence, so that the rows of floor seats for Boston Symphony concerts could be 
replaced by tables and chairs for Pops concerts. To this day, patrons sitting at the 
cabaret-style tables can enjoy food and drink, along with the kind of musical entertain¬ 
ment only the Boston Pops can provide. 

Some people may not realize that there were seventeen Pops conductors—beginning 
with the aforementioned Adolf Neuendorff—who preceded Arthur Fiedler, the first 
American-born musician to lead the orchestra. In his nearly 50-year tenure as Pops 
Conductor (1930-1979), Arthur Fiedler established the Boston Pops as a national icon. 
He moved the Pops beyond its origins in light-classical music into the world of pop 
culture, showcasing the popular artists of the day 
as well as the work of young American compos¬ 
ers and arrangers. Mr. Fiedler organized the first 
free outdoor orchestral concerts on the Charles 
River Esplanade that led to Boston's now-famous 
Fourth of July concert, established the Pops as 
the most recorded orchestra in history—including 
the best-seller "Jalousie”—and introduced the Eve¬ 
ning at Pops television series, bringing the orches¬ 
tra into the living rooms of countless Americans. 

When John Williams (1980-1993) succeeded 
Arthur Fiedler, he was the most highly acclaimed 
composer in Hollywood, and today, with 50 
Academy Award nominations, he is the most- 
nominated living person in Academy history. With 
the Pops, Mr. Williams continued the orchestra's prolific recording tradition with a 
series of best-selling albums for the Philips and Sony Classical labels, broadened and 
updated the Pops repertoire—commissioning new compositions and introducing new 
arrangements of Boston Pops classics—and entertained audiences with live orchestral 
accompaniment to film clips of memorable movie scenes, many of which featured icon¬ 
ic music from his own film scores. He traveled extensively with the Pops both nationally

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and internationally, leading the Pops on 
its first tours to Japan. Mr. Williams 
also brought a bit of Hollywood to the 
Pops stage, with special appearances 
by Steven Spielberg, Martin Scorsese, 
and Frank Langella, not to mention Darth 
Vader, R2D2, and C3PO. 

Having led more than 1,800 Boston Pops 
concerts in his 22-year tenure, Keith 
Lockhart (1995-present) has created 
programs that reach out to a broader 
and younger audience by presenting artists—both established performers and rising 
stars—from virtually every corner of the entertainment world, all the while maintaining 
the Pops' appeal to its core audience. He has made 78 television shows, led 42 national 
and four overseas tours with the Boston Pops Esplanade Orchestra, led the Pops at 
several high-profile sports events, and recorded fourteen albums. Mr. Lockhart's tenure 
has been marked by a dramatic increase in touring, the orchestra's first Grammy nom¬ 
inations, the first major network national broadcast of the Fourth-of-July spectacular 
from the Esplanade, and the release of the Boston Pops' first self-produced and self- 
distributed recordings. 

Opening the 132nd Pops season is Grammy winner and Oscar nominee Queen Latifah, 
who is sure to display her musical versatility in her Boston Pops debut. Also appearing 
for the first time with the Pops is Leslie Odom, Jr., who earned a Tony Award for his 
portrayal of Aaron Burr in Hamilton. Throughout the season, Keith Lockhart and the 
Boston Pops Orchestra celebrate the career and 85th birthday year of Boston Pops 
Conductor Laureate and master film composer John Williams, exploring the undeni¬ 
ably powerful combination of movies and music. Two of the most popular movies of all 
time— E.T. and Jaws —will be screened at Symphony Hall while the orchestra performs 
the John Williams scores. The maestro himself returns to the Pops podium, sharing it 
with Keith Lockhart for the annual Film Night, which this year will feature music from 
Star Wars: The Force Awakens and memorable themes from other notable films. In another 
birthday tribute, Keith leads the Pops in some of John Williams' most familiar movie 
music, along with excerpts from some of his works for the concert stage. 

The creative Ben Folds returns to the Pops stage for a performance to include his criti¬ 
cally acclaimed piano concerto, and Cirque de la Symphonie makes an encore appear¬ 
ance to dazzle audiences with acrobatic and aerial feats. The 1980s live again when the 
B-52s, who first appeared with the Pops last summer at Tanglewood, bring the party to 
Symphony Hall. In a tribute to ABBA, Arrival from Sweden performs the catchy tunes

JESSICA ZHOU 


Harpist Jessica Zhou joined the Boston Symphony Orchestra in the 2009-10 season, occu- 
the Nicholas and Thalia Zervas Chair. Prior to joining the BSO she was principal harpist 
of New York City Opera for five seasons. Other orchestra appearances include the 
Orchestre de la Suisse Romande, Toronto Symphony Orchestra, Hong Kong Philhar¬ 
monic, and Moscow Chamber Orchestra. Ms. Zhou has toured Japan with the London 
Symphony Orchestra and also makes frequent appearances with the New York Phil¬ 
harmonic. She was winner of the 2001 Pro Musicis International Award, leading to her 
critically acclaimed New York debut in Carnegie Hall's Weill Recital Hall. Also in 2001, 
she became the first and only Chinese harpist ever to win top prizes in three of the 
most prestigious harp competitions in the world: the Prix du Jury at the 3rd Concours 
International de Harpe Lily Laskine in Deauville, France; fourth prize in the USA International 
Harp Competition, and second prize at the 14th International Harp Contest in Israel, where 
she was also awarded the A.Z. Propes prize for the best performance of the required Israeli 
composition. She is a two-time winner of the Anne Adams Award National Harp Competition 
sponsored by the American Harp Society, which presented her in recitals in Boston, Hartford, 
New York City, San Diego, Mexico, and Taipei, Taiwan, where she also served as chairman of 
the jury in the First Taiwan National Harp Competition. Ms. Zhou has performed as soloist with 
the Boston Symphony Orchestra, Israel Philharmonic, Mainly Mozart Festival Orchestra in San 
Diego, New York City Opera Orchestra, and the Geneva Chamber Orchestra (giving the world 
premiere of Haim Permont's Double Harp Concerto during the 2002 World Harp Congress). 
Chamber music appearances have included the Boston Chamber Music Society, Bridgehamp- 
ton Chamber Music Festival, and Mainly Mozart Festival. She frequently performs with the 
Boston Symphony Chamber Players and is featured in Ravel's Introduction and Allegro on 
their Grammy-nominated disc of 20th-century French chamber music. Born in Beijing, China, 
Ms. Zhou attended the Interlochen Arts Academy. She holds bachelor's and master's degrees 
from the Juilliard School, where she was a student of Nancy Allen. She serves on the faculties 
of Boston University, New England Conservatory, and the Tanglewood Music Center.

JAMES MARKEY 


James Markey joined the Boston Symphony Orchestra as bass trombone in fall 2012 follow¬ 
ing a fifteen-year tenure in the New York Philharmonic as associate principal (1997-2007) 
and bass trombone (2007-2012), and two years as principal trombone of the Pitts¬ 
burgh Symphony Orchestra. Mr. Markey's numerous solo appearances include the 
Pittsburgh Symphony Orchestra, Sun Valley Summer Symphony, United States Army 
Band, Hora Decima Brass Ensemble, New York Staff Band of the Salvation Army, 
and the Hanover Wind Symphony. A sought-after educator, Mr. Markey has been a 
featured artist at the International Trombone Festival, the American (formerly East¬ 
ern) Trombone Workshop, and the conferences of the New Jersey Music Educators 
Association and the New York State School Music Association. A guest recitalist and 
clinician at major educational institutions around the country, he currently serves on the bass 
trombone faculty of New England Conservatory in Boston and the trombone faculty of the 
Longy School of Bard College. In addition, he has served on the faculty of the Juilliard School, 
Mannes College-the New School for Music, New York University, Purchase College (SUNY), 
Montclair State University, Sarah Lawrence College, and the Juilliard School's Pre-College 
Division. Mr. Markey has released four solo recordings: Offroad , on tenor trombone, released 
in 2003; On Base , a solo bass trombone recording, released in 2009; a two-disc album of 
orchestral and opera excerpts for bass trombone with Denson Paul Pollard, and a second 
solo bass trombone recording titled Psychedelia , in 2015. He is also a featured soloist on 
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A Beautiful Noise , a compilation of solos for tenor and bass trombone produced by the Colum¬ 
bus State University Trombone Choir, and on the Hora Decima Brass Ensemble's recording 
of Janko Nilovic's Concerto for Two Trombones. James Markey studied with Joseph Alessi at 
the Juilliard School, where he received his bachelor and master of music degrees in 2005 and 
2006, respectively. This evening marks his debut as a soloist with the Boston Pops Orchestra. 


THOMAS MARTIN 


Thomas Martin is the associate principal and E-flat clarinetist of the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra, occupying the Stanton W. and Elizabeth K. Davis Chair, and principal clarinet¬ 
ist of the Boston Pops Orchestra. Through his association with these orchestras, 

Mr. Martin has worked with most of the world's leading conductors, soloists, and 
entertainers. Unusually adept at straddling both worlds of classical and jazz, he has 
given numerous solo performances, in repertoire ranging from Elliott Carter to Artie 
Shaw. With his Boston Symphony and Boston Pops colleagues, Mr. Martin has per¬ 
formed film, concert, and chamber music of John Williams, including Tanglewood 
performances of Viktor's Theme from The Terminal with Mr. Williams conducting 
and his Quartet La Jolla for violin, cello, clarinet, and harp. In 2010, with the Haw¬ 
thorne String Quartet, Mr. Martin performed at the Prague Spring Music Festival, where 
he gave the premiere of a new clarinet sonata composed for him by Andre Previn, with the 
composer at the piano. In 2011 Mr. Previn composed a clarinet quintet, commissioned by 
the Terezin Music Foundation, for Mr. Martin and the Hawthorne String Quartet. These 
artists gave the world premiere performance in Boston's Symphony Hall in November 2011. 
In May 2016, Mr. Martin appeared again at the Prague Spring Festival to give the European 
premiere of Andre Previn's quintet.

BEN FOLDS 


Widely regarded as one of the major music influencers of his generation, Ben Folds has spent 
over a decade sharing the stage with some of the world's greatest symphony orchestras— 

Ik from Sydney, Australia, to the Kennedy Center—performing his pop hits and his crit- 
ically acclaimed Concerto for Piano and Orchestra. For five seasons he was a judge 
1H on the popular NBC series The Sing-Off, which catapulted the art of a cappella into 
the national spotlight, and helped launch the careers of numerous a cappella groups. 
Throughout his career, Mr. Folds has created an enormous body of genre-bending 
# musical art that includes pop albums as the front man for Ben Folds Five and multi¬ 
ple solo rock albums, as well as unique collaborative records with artists from Sara 
HH Bareilles and Regina Spektor to Weird Al and William Shatner. He has twice performed 
at the White House: in 2013 for President Obama's second inauguration and in 2015 for First 
Lady Michelle Obama and Dr. Jill Biden's Mother's Day Celebration. His most recent album, 
So There, is a blend of pop and classical original works, in part recorded with the revered 
classical sextet yMusic. The recording soared to #1 on both the Billboard classical and classi¬ 
cal crossover charts. He recently resumed his cross-country solo touring reminiscent of his 
earliest solo tours, where he defied skeptics by delivering a high-energy rock performance 
using the intimacy of just a piano. In addition to his self-described love of performing and 
making music "for humans," Ben Folds is also an avid photographer and a member of the 
distinguished Sony Artisans of Imagery. An advocate for music education and music ther¬ 
apy as a member of the Artist Committee of the Americans for the Arts, he serves on the 
Nashville Symphony's Board of Directors. In 2014 he was the keynote speaker at the national

LUYAO LIU 


Born in Qingdao, China, Luyao Liu began piano studies at the age of seven. By the time Luyao 
began studying with pianist Qu Yong in 2002, his family had moved to the city of Auckland, 
New Zealand. At age eleven, he made his concerto debut with the Auckland Youth 
Festival Orchestra, performing Mozart's Piano Concerto No. 15 at Auckland Town Hall. 
In 2006 Luyao performed with the Auckland Philharmonic Orchestra under the baton 
of Rossen Milanov for the "Skycity Starlight Symphony Concert in the Park" at the 
Auckland Domain for an audience of 200,000 people. Recent highlights include solo 
performances at the Auckland Karaka Music Festival and Auckland International Piano 
Festival; a solo recital at the International Music in New Plymouth; and appearances 
as a concerto soloist with Auckland Youth Orchestra, the Auckland Philharmonic, and 
Queensland Symphony Orchestra of Australia. In 2005 Luyao Liu became the youngest win¬ 
ner of the Kerikeri International Piano Competition in New Zealand, which led to an extensive 
concert tour within the country. In 2007, he won third prize at the Lev Vlassenko International 
Piano Competition in Brisbane, Australia, also garnering awards for best performance of 
classical sonata and best performance of virtuoso study. In 2009 Luyao received a bachelor's 
degree on full scholarship from the New England Conservatory under the tutelage of Wha 
Kyun Byun and Hung-Kuan Chen. From 2013 to 2015 he studied with Stanislav loudenitch at 
the International Center of Music in Park University, Missouri (also on full scholarship). He is 
currently a graduate student at Boston University under the tutelage of Pavel Nersessian. 
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In the building of his new symphony for Boston, the BSO's founder and first benefactor, Henry Lee 
Higginson, knew that ticket revenues could never fully cover the costs of running a great orchestra. 
From 1881 to 1918 Higginson covered the orchestra's annual deficits with personal contributions 
that exceeded $1 million. The Boston Symphony Orchestra now honors each of the following 
generous donors whose cumulative giving to the BSO is $1 million or more with the designation 
of Great Benefactor.

Please note: In consideration of our artists and patrons, late seating will take place only during the 
seating break approximately five minutes after the start of each performance. 

Smoking is not permitted anywhere in Symphony Hall. 

Camera and recording equipment may not be brought into Symphony Hall during concerts. 

To avoid delays in food service, patrons at tables are encouraged to place their orders as early 
as possible. 

Patrons who bring bags to Symphony Hall are subject to mandatory inspections before entering the 
building. 

In the event of a building emergency, patrons will be notified by an announcement from the stage. 
Should the building need to be evacuated, please exit via the nearest door (see map on opposite 
page), or according to instructions. 

The box office is open from 10am until 6pm Monday through Friday and 4pm until 8:30pm on 
Saturday during the Pops season. The box office closes a half-hour past starting time for evening 
concerts. In addition, the box office opens at noon for the Saturday and Sunday matinee performances. 

To purchase Boston Pops tickets: American Express, MasterCard, Visa, Diners Club, Discover, 
a personal check, and cash are accepted at the box office. To charge tickets instantly on a major 
credit card, call "SymphonyCharge" at (617) 266-1200, from 10am until 5pm Monday through 
Friday and from 12:30pm until 4:30pm on Saturday. Outside the 617 area code, phone 1-888-266- 
1200. As noted above, tickets can also be purchased online. There is a handling fee of $6.50 for 
each ticket ordered by phone or online.

Men's rooms are located on the orchestra level, audience-right, outside the O'Block/Kay Room 
near the elevator; on the first-balcony level, also audience-right, near the elevator, outside the 
Cabot-Cahners Room; and in the Cohen Wing.

An exhibit highlighting the acquisition by the BSO Archives of the Whitestone Photo¬ 
graph Collection, a collection of more than 90,000 negatives and prints documenting 
the rich musical life at Tanglewood, the BSO's summer home 
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Having celebrated his twentieth anniversary as Boston Pops Conductor in 2015, Keith 
Lockhart is the second longest-tenured conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra since 
its founding in 1885. He took over as conductor in 1995, following John Williams's 
thirteen-year tenure from 1980 to 1993; Mr. Williams succeeded the legendary Arthur 
Fiedler, who was at the helm of the orchestra for nearly fifty years. During his tenure, 
Keith Lockhart has significantly expanded the orchestra's programming, focused on 
national annual touring, and participated in major media events. He has solidified the 
Pops's place in the fabric of the New England community and has led the Boston Pops in 
countless performance situations. The list of more than 250 guest artists with whom he 
has collaborated is a virtual "who's who" of performers and pop culture icons. 

Keith Lockhart has conducted more than 1,800 Boston Pops concerts, most of which 
have taken place during the orchestra's spring and holiday seasons in Boston's historic 
Symphony Hall. Mr. Lockhart has also led annual Boston Pops appearances at Tangle- 
wood, 42 national tours to 146 cities in 35 states, and four international tours to Japan 
and Korea. He and the Pops have participated in such high-profile sporting events as 
Super Bowl XXXVI, the 2008 NBA finals, the 2013 Boston Red Sox Ring Ceremony, and 
the Red Sox Opening Day game at Fenway Park in 2009. The annual July 4 Boston Pops 
Fireworks Spectacular draws a live audience of 800,000 to the Charles River Esplanade 
and millions more who view it on television or live webcast. In 2017, with Eaton Vance as 
presenting sponsor and Bloomberg exclusive media partner, the Pops organization pres¬ 
ents its first self-produced Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular, which will be broadcast 
on Bloomberg Television and all its media outlets. 

Mr. Lockhart has led eight albums on the RCA Victor/BMG Classics label, including two— 
The Celtic Album and The Latin Album —that earned Grammy nominations. Recent releases 


on Boston Pops Recordings include The Red Sox Album, A Boston Pops Christmas-Live 
from Symphony Hall, and The Dream Lives On: A Portrait of the Kennedy Brothers, which 
was a Boston Pops commission premiered in 2010 during the orchestra's 125th season. 
Released at the beginning of the 2017 Pops season, Lights, Camera...Music! Six Decades of 
John Williams features Keith Lockhart leading the Boston Pops in a collection of Williams's 
compositions from the 1960s onward, some of which can be considered rarities. 

Programming-wise, Keith Lockhart has put an increased focus on musical theater, attract¬ 
ing such leading Broadway artists as Kristen Chenoweth, Idina Menzel, Kelli O'Hara, 
Bernadette Peters, and Billy Porter to the Pops stage. He has worked closely with hun¬ 
dreds of talented young musicians, including Fellows of the Tanglewood Music Center, 
college students from the Boston Conservatory and Berklee College of Music, and area 
high school students. He introduced the PopSearch talent competition and the innova¬ 
tive JazzFest and EdgeFest series, featuring prominent jazz and indie artists performing 
with the Pops. He is dedicated to building and updating the Boston Pops library of music, 
which contains over five thousand arrangements. 

With a renewed commitment to bring the Boston Pops into the Boston community and 
to important civic events, Keith Lockhart and the Pops have appeared at gubernatorial 
and mayoral inauguration ceremonies; the annual tree lighting in Boston's Public Garden; 
sporting events including Red Sox, Patriots, Bruins, and Celtics games; and the memorial 
service for the Boston Marathon bombing victims. He has led free concerts in such major 
public spaces as Boston Common and Franklin Park, and each holiday season brings 
members of the Pops to play for patients at Children's Hospital. 

Perhaps the most significant key to Keith Lockhart's success is his ability to connect pas¬ 
sionately with audiences through his engaging programs, his commitment to speaking 
directly from the stage with fascinating insights into the music, and his inherent under¬ 
standing of the importance of what sets the Pops experience apart from a traditional 
orchestra concert—an atmosphere of music-making that is both fun and entertaining for 
music lovers of all ages. 

In addition to occupying the Julian and Eunice Cohen Boston Pops Conductor chair, 
Keith Lockhart currently serves as principal conductor of the BBC Concert Orchestra 
in London, which he led in the June 2012 Diamond Jubilee Concert for Queen Elizabeth 
II, and as artistic director of the Brevard Music Center summer institute and festival in 
North Carolina. Prior to his BBC appointment, he spent eleven years as music director 
of the Utah Symphony, which he led at the 2002 Olympic Winter Games in Salt Lake 
City. He has appeared as a guest conductor with virtually every major symphonic 
ensemble in North America, as well as several in Asia and Europe. Prior to coming to 
Boston, he was the associate conductor of both the Cincinnati Symphony and Cincinnati 
Pops orchestras, as well as music director of the Cincinnati Chamber Orchestra. Born in 
Poughkeepsie, NY, Keith Lockhart began his musical studies with piano lessons at the 
age of seven. He holds degrees from Furman University and Carnegie Mellon University, 
and honorary doctorates from several American universities. Visit keithlockhart.com for 
further information. 
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In a career spanning six decades, John Williams has become one of America's most 
accomplished and successful composers for film and for the concert stage; he remains 
one of our nation's most distinguished and contributive musical voices. In January 1980, 
Mr. Williams was named nineteenth conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra, succeed¬ 
ing the legendary Arthur Fiedler. He currently holds the title of George and Roberta 
Berry Boston Pops Conductor Laureate, which he assumed following his retirement in 
December 1993, after fourteen highly successful seasons. He also holds the title of 
Artist-in-Residence at Tanglewood. In addition, he maintains thriving artistic relationships 
with many of the world's great orchestras. His 40-year artistic partnership with director 
Steven Spielberg has resulted in such acclaimed and successful films as Schindler's List, 

E.T. The Extra-Terrestrial, Jaws, Jurassic Park, Close Encounters of the Third Kind, the Indiana 
Jones films, Lincoln, Saving Private Ryan, War Horse, The Adventures of Tintin, Amistad, 
Munich, Hook, Catch Me If You Can, Minority Report, A.I. Artificial Intelligence, and Empire 
of the Sun. Mr. Williams also composed the scores for all seven Star Wars films, the first 
three Harry Potter films, Superman, JFK, Born on the Fourth of July, Memoirs of a Geisha, Far 
and Away, The Accidental Tourist, Home Alone, Nixon, The Patriot, The Book Thief, Angela's 
Ashes, Seven Years in Tibet, The Witches of Eastwick, Rosewood, Sleepers, Sabrina, Presumed 
Innocent, The Cowboys, The Reivers , and Goodbye, Mr. Chips , among many others. His most 
recent film project was Star Wars: The Last Jedi. He has worked with such legendary direc¬ 
tors as Alfred Hitchcock, William Wyler, and Robert Altman. He adapted the score for 
the film version of Fiddler on the Roof , for which he composed original violin cadenzas for 
renowned virtuoso Isaac Stern. He has appeared on recordings as pianist and conductor 
with Itzhak Perlman, Joshua Bell, Jessye Norman, and others. Mr. Williams has received 
five Academy Awards and a total of fifty Oscar nominations, making him the Academy's 
most-nominated living person. He also has received seven British Academy Awards 



(BAFTA), twenty-three Grammys, four Golden Globes, five Emmys, and numerous gold and 
platinum records. 

A composition student of Mario Castelnuovo-Tedesco, Mr. Williams also studied piano at 
the Juilliard School with Madame Rosina Lhevinne. He began his career in the film indus¬ 
try working with such accomplished composers as Bernard Herrmann, Alfred Newman, 
and Franz Waxman. He went on to write music for more than 200 television films for the 
groundbreaking, early anthology series Alcoa Theatre , Kraft Television Theatre, Chrysler The¬ 
atre, and Playhouse 90. His more recent contributions to television music include themes 
for NBC Nightly News ("The Mission"), the theme for what has become network television's 
longest-running series, NBC's Meet the Press , and the prestigious PBS arts showcase Great 
Performances. 

Mr. Williams has composed numerous works for the concert stage, among them two sym¬ 
phonies, and concertos for flute, oboe, violin, clarinet, viola, and tuba. His cello concerto 
was commissioned by the Boston Symphony Orchestra and premiered by Yo-Yo Ma at 
Tanglewood in 1994. Mr. Williams also has filled commissions by several of the world's 
leading orchestras, including a bassoon concerto for the New York Philharmonic, a trum¬ 
pet concerto for the Cleveland Orchestra, and a horn concerto for the Chicago Symphony 
Orchestra. "Seven for Luck," a seven-piece song cycle for soprano and orchestra based on 
texts by former U.S. Poet Laureate Rita Dove, was premiered by the Boston Symphony at 
Tanglewood in 1998. And at the opening concert of their 2009-10 season, James Levine led 
the Boston Symphony in the premiere of Mr. Williams's "On Willows and Birches," a new 
concerto for harp and orchestra. 

One of America's best-known and most distinctive artistic voices, Mr. Williams has com¬ 
posed music for many important cultural and commemorative events, including "Liberty 
Fanfare" for the rededication of the Statue of Liberty in 1986, "American Journey" for the 
America's Millennium concert in Washington, D.C., on New Year's Eve 1999, and "Sound¬ 
ings" for the gala opening of Walt Disney Concert Hall in Los Angeles. In the world of sport, 
he has contributed musical themes for the 1984,1988, and 1996 Summer Olympic Games, 
and the 2002 Winter Olympic Games. 

Mr. Williams holds honorary degrees from twenty-one American universities, including 
The Juilliard School, Boston College, Northeastern University, Tufts University, Boston 
University, the New England Conservatory of Music, the University of Massachusetts at 
Boston, The Eastman School of Music, the Oberlin Conservatory of Music, and the Uni¬ 
versity of Southern California. He is a recipient of the 2009 National Medal of Arts, the 
highest award given to artists by the United States Government. In 2003 he received the 
Olympic Order, the IOC's highest honor, for his contributions to the Olympic movement. 

He served as the Grand Marshal of the 2004 Rose Parade in Pasadena, and was a recip¬ 
ient of the Kennedy Center Honor in December 2004. In 2016, he received the AFI's Life 
Achievement Award, the first time this award has been given to a composer. In January 
2009, Mr. Williams composed and arranged "Air and Simple Gifts" especially for the 
inaugural ceremony of President Barack Obama.

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In 2017 the Boston Pops, affectionately called "America's 
Orchestra," enters its 132nd season of entertaining audiences 
in Boston and beyond. Boston Pops Conductor Keith Lockhart 
marks his 23rd year at the helm of the orchestra. Highlights 
include a season-long tribute to Boston Pops Conductor Laureate 
John Williams, debuts by some of today's most compelling 
artists, and the return of favorite performers and themes. 


When Civil War veteran Henry Lee Higginson founded the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra in 1881, he called its establishment 
"the dream of my life." From the start he intended to present, 
in the warmer months, concerts of light classics and the popular music of the day. From a 
practical perspective, Higginson realized that these "lighter" performances, to be called 
"Promenade Concerts," would provide year-round employment for his musicians, and 
in 1885 he was able to fulfill his vision. In May of that year—a little more than a month 
before the inaugural "Promenade Concert"—German-born conductor Adolf Neuendorff, 
under the aegis of the BSO, conducted a series of "Popular Concerts" in the Boston 
Music Hall, where the audience sat in typical concert seating and no refreshments were 
served. On July 11,1885, Neuendorff—who became the first conductor of the Pops, 
before that name was officially adopted—led the first official "Promenade Concert," 
distinguished from "Popular Concerts" by virtue of seating (tables and chairs instead 
of auditorium-style rows), program format (three parts divided by two intermissions, 
during which patrons could promenade around the concert hall), and the availability of 
food and beverages. For the rest of the 19th century, although formally called "Promenade 
Concerts," they continued to be referred to informally as "Popular," which eventually 
became shortened to "Pops," the name officially adopted in 1900. The following year 
the orchestra performed for the first time in its new home, Symphony Hall. Not only is 
this performance space acoustically outstanding, it was also designed, at Higginson's

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insistence, so that the rows of floor seats for Boston Symphony concerts could be 
replaced by tables and chairs for Pops concerts. To this day, patrons sitting at the 
cabaret-style tables can enjoy food and drink, along with the kind of musical entertain¬ 
ment only the Boston Pops can provide. 

Some people may not realize that there were seventeen Pops conductors—beginning 
with the aforementioned Adolf Neuendorff—who preceded Arthur Fiedler, the first 
American-born musician to lead the orchestra. In his nearly 50-year tenure as Pops 
Conductor (1930-1979), Arthur Fiedler established the Boston Pops as a national icon. 
He moved the Pops beyond its origins in light-classical music into the world of pop 
culture, showcasing the popular artists of the day 
as well as the work of young American compos¬ 
ers and arrangers. Mr. Fiedler organized the first 
free outdoor orchestral concerts on the Charles 
River Esplanade that led to Boston's now-famous 
Fourth of July concert, established the Pops as 
the most recorded orchestra in history—including 
the best-seller "Jalousie”—and introduced the Eve¬ 
ning at Pops television series, bringing the orches¬ 
tra into the living rooms of countless Americans. 

When John Williams (1980-1993) succeeded 
Arthur Fiedler, he was the most highly acclaimed 
composer in Hollywood, and today, with 50 
Academy Award nominations, he is the most- 
nominated living person in Academy history. With 
the Pops, Mr. Williams continued the orchestra's prolific recording tradition with a 
series of best-selling albums for the Philips and Sony Classical labels, broadened and 
updated the Pops repertoire—commissioning new compositions and introducing new 
arrangements of Boston Pops classics—and entertained audiences with live orchestral 
accompaniment to film clips of memorable movie scenes, many of which featured icon¬ 
ic music from his own film scores. He traveled extensively with the Pops both nationally

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and internationally, leading the Pops on 
its first tours to Japan. Mr. Williams 
also brought a bit of Hollywood to the 
Pops stage, with special appearances 
by Steven Spielberg, Martin Scorsese, 
and Frank Langella, not to mention Darth 
Vader, R2D2, and C3PO. 

Having led more than 1,800 Boston Pops 
concerts in his 22-year tenure, Keith 
Lockhart (1995-present) has created 
programs that reach out to a broader 
and younger audience by presenting artists—both established performers and rising 
stars—from virtually every corner of the entertainment world, all the while maintaining 
the Pops' appeal to its core audience. He has made 78 television shows, led 42 national 
and four overseas tours with the Boston Pops Esplanade Orchestra, led the Pops at 
several high-profile sports events, and recorded fourteen albums. Mr. Lockhart's tenure 
has been marked by a dramatic increase in touring, the orchestra's first Grammy nom¬ 
inations, the first major network national broadcast of the Fourth-of-July spectacular 
from the Esplanade, and the release of the Boston Pops' first self-produced and self- 
distributed recordings. 

Opening the 132nd Pops season is Grammy winner and Oscar nominee Queen Latifah, 
who is sure to display her musical versatility in her Boston Pops debut. Also appearing 
for the first time with the Pops is Leslie Odom, Jr., who earned a Tony Award for his 
portrayal of Aaron Burr in Hamilton. Throughout the season, Keith Lockhart and the 
Boston Pops Orchestra celebrate the career and 85th birthday year of Boston Pops 
Conductor Laureate and master film composer John Williams, exploring the undeni¬ 
ably powerful combination of movies and music. Two of the most popular movies of all 
time— E.T. and Jaws —will be screened at Symphony Hall while the orchestra performs 
the John Williams scores. The maestro himself returns to the Pops podium, sharing it 
with Keith Lockhart for the annual Film Night, which this year will feature music from 
Star Wars: The Force Awakens and memorable themes from other notable films. In another 
birthday tribute, Keith leads the Pops in some of John Williams' most familiar movie 
music, along with excerpts from some of his works for the concert stage. 

The creative Ben Folds returns to the Pops stage for a performance to include his criti¬ 
cally acclaimed piano concerto, and Cirque de la Symphonie makes an encore appear¬ 
ance to dazzle audiences with acrobatic and aerial feats. The 1980s live again when the 
B-52s, who first appeared with the Pops last summer at Tanglewood, bring the party to 
Symphony Hall. In a tribute to ABBA, Arrival from Sweden performs the catchy tunes

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The May 23rd concert is dedicated to Arthur Fiedler, Conductor of the Boston Pops from 
1930 until his death in 1979. Fiedler, who left an indelible mark on the Boston Pops and 
American musical life was, for many, the very image of an orchestra conductor. Born in 
Boston on December 17,1894, he came from a musical family. After early training with his 
father, a violinist in the Boston Symphony Orchestra, Arthur went to study in Berlin, returning 
to the United States at the outbreak of World War I. He joined the Boston Symphony in 1915 
as a second violinist, later moving to the viola section. 



Eager to move beyond the career of an 
orchestral player, he formed the Fiedler 
Sinfonietta, a chamber orchestra, in 
1924. But he also had an even more 
ambitious dream: to offer free concerts 
to the citizens of Boston. In 1929 that 
dream became a reality, when he led 
the first Esplanade Concert, initiating 
a tradition that endures to this day. 

Meanwhile, the Boston Pops was falter¬ 
ing under the overly serious direction 
of the Italian composer Alfredo Casella. 
The BSO management let Casella's

programs, mixing a wide range of classi¬ 
cal music with arrangements of current 
popular songs and novelty numbers, grew

Never. I'll keep working until I die. I'll die with my boots on. He 
who rests, rots." A Boston Globe editorial, published on July 11, 
1979, the day after his death, commented, "By fighting his 84 
years, by railing against them, the maestro realized what 
many fail to. He knew in his bones that you have to work, 
enjoy, complain, react, joke, assert oneself each minute, good 
or bad, until the end in order to live. Arthur Fiedler pulled that

He then 
returned to Minnesota for a five-year tenure with the Saint Paul Chamber Orchestra. 

As a soloist, Thomas Rolfs has performed with the Boston Symphony Orchestra, 
Boston Pops Orchestra, and Saint Paul Chamber Orchestra, and performed the posthorn solo 
of Mahler's Symphony No. 3 with the Dallas Symphony. At the request of John Williams, he 
was featured on the Grammy-nominated soundtrack of the Academy Award-winning film 
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Saving Private Ryan. He was also soloist in Williams's Summon the Heroes for the nationally 
televised Boston Pops concert on the Esplanade on July 4, 2001, under Keith Lockhart's 
direction. His varied performance background also includes appearances with the National 
Brass Ensemble, Minnesota Orchestra, Vienna Philharmonic, Empire Brass, Saint Petersburg 
Philharmonic, Chicago Symphony, Lyric Opera of Chicago, and American Ballet Orchestra. 
Mr. Rolfs is a founding member of the Boston Symphony Orchestra Brass Quintet, which 
remains in residence at Boston University. As an educator, he has presented master classes 
throughout the world, including North America, South America, Asia, and Europe. He has 
served on the faculty of the Tanglewood Music Center since 1998, regularly coaches the New 
World Symphony, and teaches at both the New England Conservatory and Boston University.

These 
artists gave the world premiere performance in Boston's Symphony Hall in November 2011. 
In May 2016, Mr. Martin appeared again at the Prague Spring Festival to give the European 
premiere of Andre Previn's quintet. 


JOHN MILBAUER 


In recent seasons, Steinway Artist John Milbauer has given concerts in Brazil, Colombia, Costa 
Rica, Mexico, Spain, Switzerland, and Japan, as well as throughout the United States. He has 
recorded for the Fleur de Son, Naxos, Eroica, and Universal labels, earning praise from 
American Record Guide for his most recent solo CD. A laureate of the Orleans Concours 
for Music of the 20th Century, Mr. Milbauer often programs music that employs 
chance operations, electronic sounds, graphic notation, and extended techniques; 
he has published articles on the piano music of John Cage. Though he had written to 
Harvard College in seventh grade to inquire about how best to prepare for admission, 
Mr. Milbauer realized in his sophomore year that what he really wanted to do was 
to play the piano. In a move generally considered unwise at the time, Milbauer left 
Harvard in 1990, eventually earning degrees from the Eastman School of Music, The Juilliard 
School, Manhattan School of Music, and, as recipient of a Fulbright grant, the Liszt Academy 
in Budapest. He was awarded the Eastman Performer's Certificate and was nominated for 
the Gina Bachauer award for outstanding pianist at Juilliard. Currently Professor and Head of 
Piano at the University of Arizona, he has been co-director of the Chautauqua Institution Piano 
Program since 2012, transforming it into one of the premier festivals for advanced piano study 
in the Americas. An avid hiker, John Milbauer spends much of his free time exploring Grand 
Canyon backcountry. He is delighted to be reunited with the Harvard Class of 1992. 



TERESA NAKRA 


While studying music at Harvard, Teresa Marrin Nakra ('92) conducted three fully-staged 
productions, founded and ran a conductor training orchestra, and studied with Boston 
Symphony violinist Lucia Lin. In her spare time, she also served as an usher for BSO 
concerts, witnessing and learning from many great performances in Symphony Hall. 
Teresa subsequently completed M.S. and Ph.D. degrees at the MIT Media Laboratory, 
applying her musical skills to the development of new technologies for musicians and 
music learners. Teresa has twice collaborated with the Boston Pops and Symphony 
on research projects measuring the gestures, physiology, and emotions of orchestra 
conductors. She also produced a popular exhibit at the Boston Children's Museum 
that enabled kids to 'conduct' a video of the Boston Pops using a sensor baton. She 
served as a Clifton Visiting Artist-in-Residence at Harvard in 2002. Teresa now teaches in 
the Departments of Music and Interactive Multimedia at The College of New Jersey, and 
runs a non-profit production company called Immersion Music.

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CHINA FORBES 


China Forbes was born and raised in Cambridge, Massachusetts, where she graduated from 
Harvard cum laude in 1992, and was awarded the Jonathan Levy Prize for "The Most Promising 
Actor at Harvard." Immediately following graduation, China appeared in New York 
regional theater and off-off Broadway productions. In 1994 she founded her first band, 
which played regularly at New York clubs. She released her first solo album of original 
material, Love Handle , in 1995, and was chosen to sing "Ordinary Girl," the theme song 
to the TV show Clueless. That same year, China was invited by Harvard classmate 
Thomas Lauderdale to sing with his band Pink Martini. The two have since co-written 
many of Pink Martini's most beloved songs, including "A Snow Globe Christmas," fea¬ 
tured on the holiday album Joy to the World. China's original song "Hey Eugene" is the 
title track of Pink Martini's third album. She sang "Que Sera Sera" for Jane Campion's film In 
the Cut , and her original song "The Northern Line" appears at the end of sister Maya Forbes's 
(Harvard '90) directorial debut, the feature film Infinitely Polar Bear. China has performed 
songs in 20 languages in venues from Carnegie Hall to Red Rocks, the Hollywood Bowl to 
the Grand Rex in Paris; she has sung duets with Michael Feinstein, Ari Shapiro, Jimmy Scott, 
Georges Moustaki, Faith Prince, Carol Channing, and Rufus Wainwright. Her second solo 
album, 78, is a collection of autobiographical folk-rock songs. Having given her first opera 
recital with the Portland State University Orchestra under Ken Selden, China now regularly 
performs opera recitals with members of the Oregon Symphony Orchestra, and sings "Song 
to the Moon" (from Dvorak's Rusalka ) with Pink Martini and Orchestra. China lives in a tree- 
house in Portland, Oregon, with her eight year-old son, Cameron, named after her late father, 
D. Cameron Forbes (Harvard '61). 



SCOTT ALBERT JOHNSON 


Scott Albert Johnson (Mather House, Harvard class of 1992) is a singer, songwriter, and har¬ 
monica player. His 2015 sophomore release Going Somewhere was hailed as a groundbreaking 
record, earning praise from the recording industry magazine Goldmine, Rudolf's Music 
(Netherlands), Rootstime (Belgium), Cashbox Music Reviews, and World of Harmonica 
(U.K.), as well as from Jazz Harp author Richard Hunter and eminent harmonica teach¬ 
er Jon Gindick. Scott has shared the stage or studio with such legends as James Burton, 
Marty Stuart, Cassandra Wilson, and Dorothy Moore, among many others. He lives in

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MAURA HEALEY 



Elected the 59th Attorney General of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts in November 
2014, Attorney General Maura Healey has focused on critical issues facing Massachusetts 
including the opioid epidemic, mounting student debt, clean energy and environmen¬ 
tal protections, and advancing economic opportunity and civil rights for residents. 
Prior to seeking office, Maura served as Chief of the Attorney General's Civil Rights 
Division and Chief of the Public Protection and Advocacy Bureau. She was the architect 
of the state's successful challenge to the federal Defense of Marriage Act and helped 
establish a nationally recognized program to assist struggling homeowners in the 
aftermath of the Great Recession. Prior to her work in the Attorney General's Office, 
Maura was a business litigator for many years at the international law firm Wilmer 
Cutler Pickering Hale and Dorr LLP. After graduating in 1992 from Harvard College, where 
she co-captained the women's basketball team, she spent two years as a starting point 
guard on a professional basketball team in Salzburg, Austria, before returning to Massa¬ 
chusetts to attend Northeastern University School of Law and clerk for U.S. District Court 
of Massachusetts Judge A. David Mazzone (A.B. '50). She lives in Charlestown with her 
partner Gabrielle Wolohojian, who is a Justice on the Massachusetts Appeals Court. Maura 
Healey has received numerous awards for public service, including the National Federation 
of the Blind's 2015 Newel Perry Award, the Union of Minority Neighborhoods' 2015 Paul 
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Keith Lockhart and the Boston Pops 
Orchestra salute John Williams with a new 
CD showcasing the remarkable diversity 
of his film music. The selections, which 
date from 1968 to 2015, were recorded live 
in Pops concerts (May 2016 and April 2017) 
and encompass both the familiar (Star 
Wars) and the rare (The Towering Inferno , 
Sleepers). Lights, Camera... Music! Six 
Decades of John Williams is a must-have 
for movie buffs and Pops fans alike.

THOMAS LAUDERDALE 


Thomas Lauderdale was raised on a plant nursery in rural Indiana. He began piano lessons at 
age six with Patricia Garrison. When his family moved to Portland, Oregon, in 1982, he began 
studying with Sylvia Killman, who to this day continues to serve as his coach and 
mentor. He has appeared as soloist with numerous orchestras and ensembles, includ¬ 
ing the Oregon Symphony, the Seattle Symphony, the Portland Youth Philharmonic, 
Chamber Music Northwest, and Oregon Ballet Theatre (where he collaborated with 
choreographer James Canfield and visual artists Storm Tharp and Malia Jensen on a 
ballet based on Felix Salten's Bambi, written in 1923). Active in Oregon politics since 
a student at U.S. Grant High School (where he was student body president), Thomas 
served under Portland Mayor Bud Clark and Oregon governor Neil Goldschmidt. He 
also worked under Portland City Commissioner Gretchen Kafoury on the drafting and pas¬ 
sage of the city's civil rights ordinance. He graduated with honors from Harvard with a degree 
in history and literature in 1992. He spent most of his collegiate years, however, in cocktail 
dresses, taking on the role of "cruise director"—throwing waltzes with live orchestras and ice 
sculptures, disco masquerades with gigantic pineapples on wheels, and midnight swimming 
parties, as well as operating a Tuesday-night coffeehouse called Cafe Mardi. Instead of run¬ 
ning for political office, Mr. Lauderdale founded the "little orchestra" called Pink Martini in 
1994 to play political fundraisers for progressive causes such as civil rights, the environment, 
affordable housing, and public broadcasting. In addition to his work with Pink Martini, Mr. 
Lauderdale collaborates with international superstar and singing sensation Meow Meow, the 
surf band Satan's Pilgrims, and novelist/writer Tom Spanbauer. In spring 2008, Mr. Lauder¬ 
dale completed his first film score, for Chiara Clemente's documentary Our City Dreams , a 
portrait of five New York City-based women artists of different generations. Also that year, 
he performed as the featured piano soloist in Beethoven's Choral Fantasy with the Choral Arts 
Ensemble of Portland under the direction of Roger Doyle, and Gershwin's Piano Concerto 
in F with the Oregon Symphony led by Christoph Campestrini. In 2011 Mr. Lauderdale again 
appeared as the featured soloist with the Oregon Symphony, this time under the direction of 
Carlos Kalmar. Now living in Portland, Oregon, Thomas Lauderdale currently serves there on 
the boards of the Oregon Symphony and Pioneer Courthouse Square. 
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In the building of his new symphony for Boston, the BSO's founder and first benefactor, Henry Lee 
Higginson, knew that ticket revenues could never fully cover the costs of running a great orchestra. 
From 1881 to 1918 Higginson covered the orchestra's annual deficits with personal contributions 
that exceeded $1 million. The Boston Symphony Orchestra now honors each of the following 
generous donors whose cumulative giving to the BSO is $1 million or more with the designation 
of Great Benefactor.

The BSO's web site (bso.org) provides information on all Boston Symphony and Boston Pops activi¬ 
ties at Symphony Hall and at Tanglewood, and is updated regularly. In addition, tickets for BSO and 
Pops concerts can be purchased online through a secure credit card transaction. 

Please note: In consideration of our artists and patrons, late seating will take place only during the 
seating break approximately five minutes after the start of each performance. 

Smoking is not permitted anywhere in Symphony Hall. 

Camera and recording equipment may not be brought into Symphony Hall during concerts. 

To avoid delays in food service, patrons at tables are encouraged to place their orders as early 
as possible. 

Patrons who bring bags to Symphony Hall are subject to mandatory inspections before entering the 
building. 

In the event of a building emergency, patrons will be notified by an announcement from the stage. 
Should the building need to be evacuated, please exit via the nearest door (see map on opposite 
page), or according to instructions. 

The box office is open from 10am until 6pm Monday through Friday and 4pm until 8:30pm on 
Saturday during the Pops season. The box office closes a half-hour past starting time for evening 
concerts. In addition, the box office opens at noon for the Saturday and Sunday matinee performances. 

To purchase Boston Pops tickets: American Express, MasterCard, Visa, Diners Club, Discover, 
a personal check, and cash are accepted at the box office. To charge tickets instantly on a major 
credit card, call "SymphonyCharge" at (617) 266-1200, from 10am until 5pm Monday through 
Friday and from 12:30pm until 4:30pm on Saturday. Outside the 617 area code, phone 1-888-266- 
1200. As noted above, tickets can also be purchased online. There is a handling fee of $6.50 for 
each ticket ordered by phone or online. 

Ticket prices range from $20 to $150. For Group Sales of 20 or more and Event Planning, call 
800-933-4255. 

First aid facilities for both men and women are available. On-call physicians attending concerts 
should leave their names and seat locations at the Cohen Wing entrance on Huntington Avenue. 

For patrons with disabilities, elevator access to Symphony Hall is available at both the Massachu¬ 
setts Avenue and Cohen Wing entrances. An access service center, large print programs, and 
accessible restrooms are available inside the Cohen Wing. For more information, call the Access 
Services Administrator line at (617) 638-9431 or TDD/TTY (617) 638-9289. 

Elevators are located outside the O'Block/Kay and Cabot-Cahners rooms on the Massachusetts 
Avenue side of Symphony Hall, and in the Cohen Wing. 

The Eunice S. and Julian Cohen Wing, adjacent to Symphony Hall on Huntington Avenue, may be 
entered by the Symphony Hall West Entrance. 

Ladies' rooms are located on both main corridors of the orchestra level, as well as at both ends of 
the first balcony, audience-left, and in the Cohen Wing. 

Men's rooms are located on the orchestra level, audience-right, outside the O'Block/Kay Room 
near the elevator; on the first-balcony level, also audience-right, near the elevator, outside the 
Cabot-Cahners Room; and in the Cohen Wing. 


Coatrooms are located on the orchestra and first-balcony levels, audience-left, outside the 
O'Block/Kay and Cabot-Cahners rooms, and in the Cohen Wing. Please note that the BSO is not 
responsible for personal apparel or other property of patrons.

An exhibit highlighting the acquisition by the BSO Archives of the Whitestone Photo¬ 
graph Collection, a collection of more than 90,000 negatives and prints documenting 
the rich musical life at Tanglewood, the BSO's summer home 
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Having celebrated his twentieth anniversary as Boston Pops Conductor in 2015, Keith 
Lockhart is the second longest-tenured conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra since 
its founding in 1885. He took over as conductor in 1995, following John Williams's 
thirteen-year tenure from 1980 to 1993; Mr. Williams succeeded the legendary Arthur 
Fiedler, who was at the helm of the orchestra for nearly fifty years. During his tenure, 
Keith Lockhart has significantly expanded the orchestra's programming, focused on 
national annual touring, and participated in major media events. He has solidified the 
Pops's place in the fabric of the New England community and has led the Boston Pops in 
countless performance situations. The list of more than 250 guest artists with whom he 
has collaborated is a virtual "who's who" of performers and pop culture icons. 

Keith Lockhart has conducted more than 1,800 Boston Pops concerts, most of which 
have taken place during the orchestra's spring and holiday seasons in Boston's historic 
Symphony Hall. Mr. Lockhart has also led annual Boston Pops appearances at Tangle- 
wood, 42 national tours to 146 cities in 35 states, and four international tours to Japan 
and Korea. He and the Pops have participated in such high-profile sporting events as 
Super Bowl XXXVI, the 2008 NBA finals, the 2013 Boston Red Sox Ring Ceremony, and 
the Red Sox Opening Day game at Fenway Park in 2009. The annual July 4 Boston Pops 
Fireworks Spectacular draws a live audience of 800,000 to the Charles River Esplanade 
and millions more who view it on television or live webcast. In 2017, with Eaton Vance as 
presenting sponsor and Bloomberg exclusive media partner, the Pops organization pres¬ 
ents its first self-produced Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular, which will be broadcast 
on Bloomberg Television and all its media outlets. 

Mr. Lockhart has led eight albums on the RCA Victor/BMG Classics label, including two— 
The Celtic Album and The Latin Album —that earned Grammy nominations. Recent releases 


on Boston Pops Recordings include The Red Sox Album, A Boston Pops Christmas-Live 
from Symphony Hall, and The Dream Lives On: A Portrait of the Kennedy Brothers, which 
was a Boston Pops commission premiered in 2010 during the orchestra's 125th season. 
Released at the beginning of the 2017 Pops season, Lights, Camera...Music! Six Decades of 
John Williams features Keith Lockhart leading the Boston Pops in a collection of Williams's 
compositions from the 1960s onward, some of which can be considered rarities. 

Programming-wise, Keith Lockhart has put an increased focus on musical theater, attract¬ 
ing such leading Broadway artists as Kristen Chenoweth, Idina Menzel, Kelli O'Hara, 
Bernadette Peters, and Billy Porter to the Pops stage. He has worked closely with hun¬ 
dreds of talented young musicians, including Fellows of the Tanglewood Music Center, 
college students from the Boston Conservatory and Berklee College of Music, and area 
high school students. He introduced the PopSearch talent competition and the innova¬ 
tive JazzFest and EdgeFest series, featuring prominent jazz and indie artists performing 
with the Pops. He is dedicated to building and updating the Boston Pops library of music, 
which contains over five thousand arrangements. 

With a renewed commitment to bring the Boston Pops into the Boston community and 
to important civic events, Keith Lockhart and the Pops have appeared at gubernatorial 
and mayoral inauguration ceremonies; the annual tree lighting in Boston's Public Garden; 
sporting events including Red Sox, Patriots, Bruins, and Celtics games; and the memorial 
service for the Boston Marathon bombing victims. He has led free concerts in such major 
public spaces as Boston Common and Franklin Park, and each holiday season brings 
members of the Pops to play for patients at Children's Hospital. 

Perhaps the most significant key to Keith Lockhart's success is his ability to connect pas¬ 
sionately with audiences through his engaging programs, his commitment to speaking 
directly from the stage with fascinating insights into the music, and his inherent under¬ 
standing of the importance of what sets the Pops experience apart from a traditional 
orchestra concert—an atmosphere of music-making that is both fun and entertaining for 
music lovers of all ages. 

In addition to occupying the Julian and Eunice Cohen Boston Pops Conductor chair, 
Keith Lockhart currently serves as principal conductor of the BBC Concert Orchestra 
in London, which he led in the June 2012 Diamond Jubilee Concert for Queen Elizabeth 
II, and as artistic director of the Brevard Music Center summer institute and festival in 
North Carolina. Prior to his BBC appointment, he spent eleven years as music director 
of the Utah Symphony, which he led at the 2002 Olympic Winter Games in Salt Lake 
City. He has appeared as a guest conductor with virtually every major symphonic 
ensemble in North America, as well as several in Asia and Europe. Prior to coming to 
Boston, he was the associate conductor of both the Cincinnati Symphony and Cincinnati 
Pops orchestras, as well as music director of the Cincinnati Chamber Orchestra. Born in 
Poughkeepsie, NY, Keith Lockhart began his musical studies with piano lessons at the 
age of seven. He holds degrees from Furman University and Carnegie Mellon University, 
and honorary doctorates from several American universities. Visit keithlockhart.com for 
further information. 
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In a career spanning six decades, John Williams has become one of America's most 
accomplished and successful composers for film and for the concert stage; he remains 
one of our nation's most distinguished and contributive musical voices. In January 1980, 
Mr. Williams was named nineteenth conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra, succeed¬ 
ing the legendary Arthur Fiedler. He currently holds the title of George and Roberta 
Berry Boston Pops Conductor Laureate, which he assumed following his retirement in 
December 1993, after fourteen highly successful seasons. He also holds the title of 
Artist-in-Residence at Tanglewood. In addition, he maintains thriving artistic relationships 
with many of the world's great orchestras. His 40-year artistic partnership with director 
Steven Spielberg has resulted in such acclaimed and successful films as Schindler's List, 

E.T. The Extra-Terrestrial, Jaws, Jurassic Park, Close Encounters of the Third Kind, the Indiana 
Jones films, Lincoln, Saving Private Ryan, War Horse, The Adventures of Tintin, Amistad, 
Munich, Hook, Catch Me If You Can, Minority Report, A.I. Artificial Intelligence, and Empire 
of the Sun. Mr. Williams also composed the scores for all seven Star Wars films, the first 
three Harry Potter films, Superman, JFK, Born on the Fourth of July, Memoirs of a Geisha, Far 
and Away, The Accidental Tourist, Home Alone, Nixon, The Patriot, The Book Thief, Angela's 
Ashes, Seven Years in Tibet, The Witches of Eastwick, Rosewood, Sleepers, Sabrina, Presumed 
Innocent, The Cowboys, The Reivers , and Goodbye, Mr. Chips , among many others. His most 
recent film project was Star Wars: The Last Jedi. He has worked with such legendary direc¬ 
tors as Alfred Hitchcock, William Wyler, and Robert Altman. He adapted the score for 
the film version of Fiddler on the Roof , for which he composed original violin cadenzas for 
renowned virtuoso Isaac Stern. He has appeared on recordings as pianist and conductor 
with Itzhak Perlman, Joshua Bell, Jessye Norman, and others. Mr. Williams has received 
five Academy Awards and a total of fifty Oscar nominations, making him the Academy's 
most-nominated living person. He also has received seven British Academy Awards 



(BAFTA), twenty-three Grammys, four Golden Globes, five Emmys, and numerous gold and 
platinum records. 

A composition student of Mario Castelnuovo-Tedesco, Mr. Williams also studied piano at 
the Juilliard School with Madame Rosina Lhevinne. He began his career in the film indus¬ 
try working with such accomplished composers as Bernard Herrmann, Alfred Newman, 
and Franz Waxman. He went on to write music for more than 200 television films for the 
groundbreaking, early anthology series Alcoa Theatre , Kraft Television Theatre, Chrysler The¬ 
atre, and Playhouse 90. His more recent contributions to television music include themes 
for NBC Nightly News ("The Mission"), the theme for what has become network television's 
longest-running series, NBC's Meet the Press , and the prestigious PBS arts showcase Great 
Performances. 

Mr. Williams has composed numerous works for the concert stage, among them two sym¬ 
phonies, and concertos for flute, oboe, violin, clarinet, viola, and tuba. His cello concerto 
was commissioned by the Boston Symphony Orchestra and premiered by Yo-Yo Ma at 
Tanglewood in 1994. Mr. Williams also has filled commissions by several of the world's 
leading orchestras, including a bassoon concerto for the New York Philharmonic, a trum¬ 
pet concerto for the Cleveland Orchestra, and a horn concerto for the Chicago Symphony 
Orchestra. "Seven for Luck," a seven-piece song cycle for soprano and orchestra based on 
texts by former U.S. Poet Laureate Rita Dove, was premiered by the Boston Symphony at 
Tanglewood in 1998. And at the opening concert of their 2009-10 season, James Levine led 
the Boston Symphony in the premiere of Mr. Williams's "On Willows and Birches," a new 
concerto for harp and orchestra. 

One of America's best-known and most distinctive artistic voices, Mr. Williams has com¬ 
posed music for many important cultural and commemorative events, including "Liberty 
Fanfare" for the rededication of the Statue of Liberty in 1986, "American Journey" for the 
America's Millennium concert in Washington, D.C., on New Year's Eve 1999, and "Sound¬ 
ings" for the gala opening of Walt Disney Concert Hall in Los Angeles. In the world of sport, 
he has contributed musical themes for the 1984,1988, and 1996 Summer Olympic Games, 
and the 2002 Winter Olympic Games. 

Mr. Williams holds honorary degrees from twenty-one American universities, including 
The Juilliard School, Boston College, Northeastern University, Tufts University, Boston 
University, the New England Conservatory of Music, the University of Massachusetts at 
Boston, The Eastman School of Music, the Oberlin Conservatory of Music, and the Uni¬ 
versity of Southern California. He is a recipient of the 2009 National Medal of Arts, the 
highest award given to artists by the United States Government. In 2003 he received the 
Olympic Order, the IOC's highest honor, for his contributions to the Olympic movement. 

He served as the Grand Marshal of the 2004 Rose Parade in Pasadena, and was a recip¬ 
ient of the Kennedy Center Honor in December 2004. In 2016, he received the AFI's Life 
Achievement Award, the first time this award has been given to a composer. In January 
2009, Mr. Williams composed and arranged "Air and Simple Gifts" especially for the 
inaugural ceremony of President Barack Obama.

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In 2017 the Boston Pops, affectionately called "America's 
Orchestra," enters its 132nd season of entertaining audiences 
in Boston and beyond. Boston Pops Conductor Keith Lockhart 
marks his 23rd year at the helm of the orchestra. Highlights 
include a season-long tribute to Boston Pops Conductor Laureate 
John Williams, debuts by some of today's most compelling 
artists, and the return of favorite performers and themes. 


When Civil War veteran Henry Lee Higginson founded the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra in 1881, he called its establishment 
"the dream of my life." From the start he intended to present, 
in the warmer months, concerts of light classics and the popular music of the day. From a 
practical perspective, Higginson realized that these "lighter" performances, to be called 
"Promenade Concerts," would provide year-round employment for his musicians, and 
in 1885 he was able to fulfill his vision. In May of that year—a little more than a month 
before the inaugural "Promenade Concert"—German-born conductor Adolf Neuendorff, 
under the aegis of the BSO, conducted a series of "Popular Concerts" in the Boston 
Music Hall, where the audience sat in typical concert seating and no refreshments were 
served. On July 11,1885, Neuendorff—who became the first conductor of the Pops, 
before that name was officially adopted—led the first official "Promenade Concert," 
distinguished from "Popular Concerts" by virtue of seating (tables and chairs instead 
of auditorium-style rows), program format (three parts divided by two intermissions, 
during which patrons could promenade around the concert hall), and the availability of 
food and beverages. For the rest of the 19th century, although formally called "Promenade 
Concerts," they continued to be referred to informally as "Popular," which eventually 
became shortened to "Pops," the name officially adopted in 1900. The following year 
the orchestra performed for the first time in its new home, Symphony Hall. Not only is 
this performance space acoustically outstanding, it was also designed, at Higginson's

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insistence, so that the rows of floor seats for Boston Symphony concerts could be 
replaced by tables and chairs for Pops concerts. To this day, patrons sitting at the 
cabaret-style tables can enjoy food and drink, along with the kind of musical entertain¬ 
ment only the Boston Pops can provide. 

Some people may not realize that there were seventeen Pops conductors—beginning 
with the aforementioned Adolf Neuendorff—who preceded Arthur Fiedler, the first 
American-born musician to lead the orchestra. In his nearly 50-year tenure as Pops 
Conductor (1930-1979), Arthur Fiedler established the Boston Pops as a national icon. 
He moved the Pops beyond its origins in light-classical music into the world of pop 
culture, showcasing the popular artists of the day 
as well as the work of young American compos¬ 
ers and arrangers. Mr. Fiedler organized the first 
free outdoor orchestral concerts on the Charles 
River Esplanade that led to Boston's now-famous 
Fourth of July concert, established the Pops as 
the most recorded orchestra in history—including 
the best-seller "Jalousie”—and introduced the Eve¬ 
ning at Pops television series, bringing the orches¬ 
tra into the living rooms of countless Americans. 

When John Williams (1980-1993) succeeded 
Arthur Fiedler, he was the most highly acclaimed 
composer in Hollywood, and today, with 50 
Academy Award nominations, he is the most- 
nominated living person in Academy history. With 
the Pops, Mr. Williams continued the orchestra's prolific recording tradition with a 
series of best-selling albums for the Philips and Sony Classical labels, broadened and 
updated the Pops repertoire—commissioning new compositions and introducing new 
arrangements of Boston Pops classics—and entertained audiences with live orchestral 
accompaniment to film clips of memorable movie scenes, many of which featured icon¬ 
ic music from his own film scores. He traveled extensively with the Pops both nationally

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and internationally, leading the Pops on 
its first tours to Japan. Mr. Williams 
also brought a bit of Hollywood to the 
Pops stage, with special appearances 
by Steven Spielberg, Martin Scorsese, 
and Frank Langella, not to mention Darth 
Vader, R2D2, and C3PO. 

Having led more than 1,800 Boston Pops 
concerts in his 22-year tenure, Keith 
Lockhart (1995-present) has created 
programs that reach out to a broader 
and younger audience by presenting artists—both established performers and rising 
stars—from virtually every corner of the entertainment world, all the while maintaining 
the Pops' appeal to its core audience. He has made 78 television shows, led 42 national 
and four overseas tours with the Boston Pops Esplanade Orchestra, led the Pops at 
several high-profile sports events, and recorded fourteen albums. Mr. Lockhart's tenure 
has been marked by a dramatic increase in touring, the orchestra's first Grammy nom¬ 
inations, the first major network national broadcast of the Fourth-of-July spectacular 
from the Esplanade, and the release of the Boston Pops' first self-produced and self- 
distributed recordings. 

Opening the 132nd Pops season is Grammy winner and Oscar nominee Queen Latifah, 
who is sure to display her musical versatility in her Boston Pops debut. Also appearing 
for the first time with the Pops is Leslie Odom, Jr., who earned a Tony Award for his 
portrayal of Aaron Burr in Hamilton. Throughout the season, Keith Lockhart and the 
Boston Pops Orchestra celebrate the career and 85th birthday year of Boston Pops 
Conductor Laureate and master film composer John Williams, exploring the undeni¬ 
ably powerful combination of movies and music. Two of the most popular movies of all 
time— E.T. and Jaws —will be screened at Symphony Hall while the orchestra performs 
the John Williams scores. The maestro himself returns to the Pops podium, sharing it 
with Keith Lockhart for the annual Film Night, which this year will feature music from 
Star Wars: The Force Awakens and memorable themes from other notable films. In another 
birthday tribute, Keith leads the Pops in some of John Williams' most familiar movie 
music, along with excerpts from some of his works for the concert stage. 

The creative Ben Folds returns to the Pops stage for a performance to include his criti¬ 
cally acclaimed piano concerto, and Cirque de la Symphonie makes an encore appear¬ 
ance to dazzle audiences with acrobatic and aerial feats. The 1980s live again when the 
B-52s, who first appeared with the Pops last summer at Tanglewood, bring the party to 
Symphony Hall.

Harpist Jessica Zhou joined the Boston Symphony Orchestra in the 2009-10 season, occu- 
the Nicholas and Thalia Zervas Chair. Prior to joining the BSO she was principal harpist 
of New York City Opera for five seasons. Other orchestra appearances include the 
Orchestre de la Suisse Romande, Toronto Symphony Orchestra, Hong Kong Philhar¬ 
monic, and Moscow Chamber Orchestra. Ms. Zhou has toured Japan with the London 
Symphony Orchestra and also makes frequent appearances with the New York Phil¬ 
harmonic. She was winner of the 2001 Pro Musicis International Award, leading to her 
critically acclaimed New York debut in Carnegie Hall's Weill Recital Hall. Also in 2001, 
she became the first and only Chinese harpist ever to win top prizes in three of the 
most prestigious harp competitions in the world: the Prix du Jury at the 3rd Concours 
International de Harpe Lily Laskine in Deauville, France; fourth prize in the USA International 
Harp Competition, and second prize at the 14th International Harp Contest in Israel, where 
she was also awarded the A.Z. Propes prize for the best performance of the required Israeli 
composition. She is a two-time winner of the Anne Adams Award National Harp Competition 
sponsored by the American Harp Society, which presented her in recitals in Boston, Hartford, 
New York City, San Diego, Mexico, and Taipei, Taiwan, where she also served as chairman of 
the jury in the First Taiwan National Harp Competition. Ms. Zhou has performed as soloist with 
the Boston Symphony Orchestra, Israel Philharmonic, Mainly Mozart Festival Orchestra in San 
Diego, New York City Opera Orchestra, and the Geneva Chamber Orchestra (giving the world 
premiere of Haim Permont's Double Harp Concerto during the 2002 World Harp Congress). 
Chamber music appearances have included the Boston Chamber Music Society, Bridgehamp- 
ton Chamber Music Festival, and Mainly Mozart Festival. She frequently performs with the 
Boston Symphony Chamber Players and is featured in Ravel's Introduction and Allegro on 
their Grammy-nominated disc of 20th-century French chamber music. Born in Beijing, China, 
Ms. Zhou attended the Interlochen Arts Academy. She holds bachelor's and master's degrees 
from the Juilliard School, where she was a student of Nancy Allen. She serves on the faculties 
of Boston University, New England Conservatory, and the Tanglewood Music Center.

Thomas Rolfs is principal trumpet of the Boston Symphony Orchestra, occupying the Roger 
Voisin Chair; he is also principal trumpet of the Boston Pops Orchestra, occupying the 
Roberta and Stephen R. Weiner Chair. Mr. Rolfs began his career with the BSO in 1991, 
serving first as fourth trumpet and later as associate principal trumpet. Initially hired by 
Seiji Ozawa, he was promoted to associate principal trumpet by Ozawa and to princi¬ 
pal trumpet by James Levine. As a student, Mr. Rolfs was a Tanglewood Music Center 
Fellow in 1978, earned his bachelor of music degree from the University of Minnesota, 
and received his master of music degree from Northwestern University. He then 
returned to Minnesota for a five-year tenure with the Saint Paul Chamber Orchestra. 

As a soloist, Thomas Rolfs has performed with the Boston Symphony Orchestra, 
Boston Pops Orchestra, and Saint Paul Chamber Orchestra, and performed the posthorn solo 
of Mahler's Symphony No. 3 with the Dallas Symphony. At the request of John Williams, he 
was featured on the Grammy-nominated soundtrack of the Academy Award-winning film 
Saving Private Ryan. He was also soloist in Williams's Summon the Heroes for the nationally 
televised Boston Pops concert on the Esplanade on July 4, 2001, under Keith Lockhart's 
direction. His varied performance background also includes appearances with the National 
Brass Ensemble, Minnesota Orchestra, Vienna Philharmonic, Empire Brass, Saint Petersburg 
Philharmonic, Chicago Symphony, Lyric Opera of Chicago, and American Ballet Orchestra.

In 2010, with the Haw¬ 
thorne String Quartet, Mr. Martin performed at the Prague Spring Music Festival, where 
he gave the premiere of a new clarinet sonata composed for him by Andre Previn, with the 
composer at the piano. In 2011 Mr. Previn composed a clarinet quintet, commissioned by 
the Terezin Music Foundation, for Mr. Martin and the Hawthorne String Quartet. These

Vitalii also performed at the 2006 Latin Grammy 
Awards, the 2007 NFL Pro Bowl, 2010 Academy Awards, and the 2011 Latin Billboard 
Awards. He has performed for such celebrities as Donald Trump, Russell Simmons, 
P-Diddy, and Shaquille O'Neal and at corporate events for various companies including 
Microsoft, Formulal, Mercedes Benz, and Cirque du Soleil. Vitalii excels in multiple 
cirque acts, such as duo hand-balancing, straps, Cyr wheel, spinning cube, Chinese pole, and 
the Russian bar.

In 2012 she 
was invited to sing Nedda in Leoncavallo's / pagliacci in the Northern Lights Music Festival 
in Minnesota and went on to sing Norina in Don Pasquale for the 2013 Glyndebourne Festival 
season in England, as well the role of Adina in Donizetti's L'elisir d'amore for the Glyndebourne 
tour that same year. In 2014 Hasmik Torosyan was invited to study at the Rossini Opera 
Academy in Pesaro, Italy, with the late Alberto Zedda, and she made her Italian debut at the 
Rossini Opera House as Corina in Rossini's II viaggio a Reims. In 2015 Ms. Torosyan was invited 
to New Zealand to sing Adina for Festival Opera and also sang Lizetta in Rossini's La Gazzetta 
at the Rossini Opera Festival in Pesaro, conducted by Enrique Mazzolla. In 2015 she made 
her debut with the National Orchestra of Paris, appearing with conductor Michail Jurowski 
and singing Marfa in Rimsky-Korsakov's The Tsar's Bride. In the 2015-16 season, Ms. Torosyan 
made her debut in the Flemish Opera House (Antwerp and Ghent, Belgium) as Musetta in 
Puccini's La boheme and Ilia in Mozart's Idomeneo. She returned to Antwerp during the 2016- 
17 season to sing the Queen of the Night in Mozart's The Magic Flute and appeared with the 
Teatro Comunale di Bologna as Donna Fiorilla in Rossini's II Turco in Italia. Hasmik Torosyan 
has attended master classes with such noted singers as Grace Bumbry, Teresa Berganza, 
Mirella Freni, and Juan Diego Florez. Recent and upcoming engagements include appearances 
with the National Orchestra of Paris for Clorinda in Rossini's La Cenerentola in the Theater 
de Champs-Elysees; her debut with the Boston Pops Orchestra; performing as soloist with 
the Wuhan Philharmonic Orchestra in China, and regular collaborations with the Armenian 
National Philharmonic Orchestra.

The BSO's web site (bso.org) provides information on all Boston Symphony and Boston Pops activi¬ 
ties at Symphony Hall and at Tanglewood, and is updated regularly. In addition, tickets for BSO and 
Pops concerts can be purchased online through a secure credit card transaction. 

Please note: In consideration of our artists and patrons, late seating will take place only during the 
seating break approximately five minutes after the start of each performance. 

Smoking is not permitted anywhere in Symphony Hall. 

Camera and recording equipment may not be brought into Symphony Hall during concerts. 

To avoid delays in food service, patrons at tables are encouraged to place their orders as early 
as possible. 

Patrons who bring bags to Symphony Hall are subject to mandatory inspections before entering the 
building. 

In the event of a building emergency, patrons will be notified by an announcement from the stage. 
Should the building need to be evacuated, please exit via the nearest door (see map on opposite 
page), or according to instructions. 

First aid facilities for both men and women are available. On-call physicians attending concerts 
should leave their names and seat locations at the Cohen Wing entrance on Huntington Avenue. 

For patrons with disabilities, elevator access to Symphony Hall is available at both the Massachu¬ 
setts Avenue and Cohen Wing entrances. An access service center, large print programs, and 
accessible restrooms are available inside the Cohen Wing. For more information, call the Access 
Services Administrator line at (617) 638-9431 or TDD/TTY (617) 638-9289. 

Elevators are located outside the O'Block/Kay and Cabot-Cahners rooms on the Massachusetts 
Avenue side of Symphony Hall, and in the Cohen Wing. 

The Eunice S. and Julian Cohen Wing, adjacent to Symphony Hall on Huntington Avenue, may be 
entered by the Symphony Hall West Entrance. 

Ladies' rooms are located on both main corridors of the orchestra level, as well as at both ends of 
the first balcony, audience-left, and in the Cohen Wing. 

Men's rooms are located on the orchestra level, audience-right, outside the O'Block/Kay Room 
near the elevator; on the first-balcony level, also audience-right, near the elevator, outside the 
Cabot-Cahners Room; and in the Cohen Wing. 

Lounges and Bar Service: There are two lounges in Symphony Hall. The O'Block/Kay Room on the 
orchestra level and the Cabot-Cahners Room on the first-balcony level serve drinks starting one 
hour before each performance.

CABOT-CAHNERS ROOM EXHIBIT—THE HEINZ W. WEISSENSTEIN/WHITESTONE 
PHOTOGRAPH COLLECTION: 45 YEARS AT TANGLEWOOD 

An exhibit highlighting the acquisition by the BSO Archives of the Whitestone Photo¬ 
graph Collection, a collection of more than 90,000 negatives and prints documenting 
the rich musical life at Tanglewood, the BSO's summer home 
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Having celebrated his twentieth anniversary as Boston Pops Conductor in 2015, Keith 
Lockhart is the second longest-tenured conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra since 
its founding in 1885. He took over as conductor in 1995, following John Williams's 
thirteen-year tenure from 1980 to 1993; Mr. Williams succeeded the legendary Arthur 
Fiedler, who was at the helm of the orchestra for nearly fifty years. During his tenure, 
Keith Lockhart has significantly expanded the orchestra's programming, focused on 
national annual touring, and participated in major media events. He has solidified the 
Pops's place in the fabric of the New England community and has led the Boston Pops in 
countless performance situations. The list of more than 250 guest artists with whom he 
has collaborated is a virtual "who's who" of performers and pop culture icons. 

Keith Lockhart has conducted more than 1,800 Boston Pops concerts, most of which 
have taken place during the orchestra's spring and holiday seasons in Boston's historic 
Symphony Hall. Mr. Lockhart has also led annual Boston Pops appearances at Tangle- 
wood, 42 national tours to 146 cities in 35 states, and four international tours to Japan 
and Korea. He and the Pops have participated in such high-profile sporting events as 
Super Bowl XXXVI, the 2008 NBA finals, the 2013 Boston Red Sox Ring Ceremony, and 
the Red Sox Opening Day game at Fenway Park in 2009. The annual July 4 Boston Pops 
Fireworks Spectacular draws a live audience of 800,000 to the Charles River Esplanade 
and millions more who view it on television or live webcast. In 2017, with Eaton Vance as 
presenting sponsor and Bloomberg exclusive media partner, the Pops organization pres¬ 
ents its first self-produced Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular, which will be broadcast 
on Bloomberg Television and all its media outlets. 

Mr. Lockhart has led eight albums on the RCA Victor/BMG Classics label, including two— 
The Celtic Album and The Latin Album —that earned Grammy nominations. Recent releases 


on Boston Pops Recordings include The Red Sox Album, A Boston Pops Christmas-Live 
from Symphony Hall, and The Dream Lives On: A Portrait of the Kennedy Brothers, which 
was a Boston Pops commission premiered in 2010 during the orchestra's 125th season. 
Released at the beginning of the 2017 Pops season, Lights, Camera...Music! Six Decades of 
John Williams features Keith Lockhart leading the Boston Pops in a collection of Williams's 
compositions from the 1960s onward, some of which can be considered rarities. 

Programming-wise, Keith Lockhart has put an increased focus on musical theater, attract¬ 
ing such leading Broadway artists as Kristen Chenoweth, Idina Menzel, Kelli O'Hara, 
Bernadette Peters, and Billy Porter to the Pops stage. He has worked closely with hun¬ 
dreds of talented young musicians, including Fellows of the Tanglewood Music Center, 
college students from the Boston Conservatory and Berklee College of Music, and area 
high school students. He introduced the PopSearch talent competition and the innova¬ 
tive JazzFest and EdgeFest series, featuring prominent jazz and indie artists performing 
with the Pops. He is dedicated to building and updating the Boston Pops library of music, 
which contains over five thousand arrangements. 

With a renewed commitment to bring the Boston Pops into the Boston community and 
to important civic events, Keith Lockhart and the Pops have appeared at gubernatorial 
and mayoral inauguration ceremonies; the annual tree lighting in Boston's Public Garden; 
sporting events including Red Sox, Patriots, Bruins, and Celtics games; and the memorial 
service for the Boston Marathon bombing victims. He has led free concerts in such major 
public spaces as Boston Common and Franklin Park, and each holiday season brings 
members of the Pops to play for patients at Children's Hospital. 

Perhaps the most significant key to Keith Lockhart's success is his ability to connect pas¬ 
sionately with audiences through his engaging programs, his commitment to speaking 
directly from the stage with fascinating insights into the music, and his inherent under¬ 
standing of the importance of what sets the Pops experience apart from a traditional 
orchestra concert—an atmosphere of music-making that is both fun and entertaining for 
music lovers of all ages. 

In addition to occupying the Julian and Eunice Cohen Boston Pops Conductor chair, 
Keith Lockhart currently serves as principal conductor of the BBC Concert Orchestra 
in London, which he led in the June 2012 Diamond Jubilee Concert for Queen Elizabeth 
II, and as artistic director of the Brevard Music Center summer institute and festival in 
North Carolina. Prior to his BBC appointment, he spent eleven years as music director 
of the Utah Symphony, which he led at the 2002 Olympic Winter Games in Salt Lake 
City. He has appeared as a guest conductor with virtually every major symphonic 
ensemble in North America, as well as several in Asia and Europe. Prior to coming to 
Boston, he was the associate conductor of both the Cincinnati Symphony and Cincinnati 
Pops orchestras, as well as music director of the Cincinnati Chamber Orchestra. Born in 
Poughkeepsie, NY, Keith Lockhart began his musical studies with piano lessons at the 
age of seven. He holds degrees from Furman University and Carnegie Mellon University, 
and honorary doctorates from several American universities. Visit keithlockhart.com for 
further information. 
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In a career spanning six decades, John Williams has become one of America's most 
accomplished and successful composers for film and for the concert stage; he remains 
one of our nation's most distinguished and contributive musical voices. In January 1980, 
Mr. Williams was named nineteenth conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra, succeed¬ 
ing the legendary Arthur Fiedler. He currently holds the title of George and Roberta 
Berry Boston Pops Conductor Laureate, which he assumed following his retirement in 
December 1993, after fourteen highly successful seasons. He also holds the title of 
Artist-in-Residence at Tanglewood. In addition, he maintains thriving artistic relationships 
with many of the world's great orchestras. His 40-year artistic partnership with director 
Steven Spielberg has resulted in such acclaimed and successful films as Schindler's List, 

E.T. The Extra-Terrestrial, Jaws, Jurassic Park, Close Encounters of the Third Kind, the Indiana 
Jones films, Lincoln, Saving Private Ryan, War Horse, The Adventures of Tintin, Amistad, 
Munich, Hook, Catch Me If You Can, Minority Report, A.I. Artificial Intelligence, and Empire 
of the Sun. Mr. Williams also composed the scores for all seven Star Wars films, the first 
three Harry Potter films, Superman, JFK, Born on the Fourth of July, Memoirs of a Geisha, Far 
and Away, The Accidental Tourist, Home Alone, Nixon, The Patriot, The Book Thief, Angela's 
Ashes, Seven Years in Tibet, The Witches of Eastwick, Rosewood, Sleepers, Sabrina, Presumed 
Innocent, The Cowboys, The Reivers , and Goodbye, Mr. Chips , among many others. His most 
recent film project was Star Wars: The Last Jedi. He has worked with such legendary direc¬ 
tors as Alfred Hitchcock, William Wyler, and Robert Altman. He adapted the score for 
the film version of Fiddler on the Roof , for which he composed original violin cadenzas for 
renowned virtuoso Isaac Stern. He has appeared on recordings as pianist and conductor 
with Itzhak Perlman, Joshua Bell, Jessye Norman, and others. Mr. Williams has received 
five Academy Awards and a total of fifty Oscar nominations, making him the Academy's 
most-nominated living person. He also has received seven British Academy Awards 



(BAFTA), twenty-three Grammys, four Golden Globes, five Emmys, and numerous gold and 
platinum records. 

A composition student of Mario Castelnuovo-Tedesco, Mr. Williams also studied piano at 
the Juilliard School with Madame Rosina Lhevinne. He began his career in the film indus¬ 
try working with such accomplished composers as Bernard Herrmann, Alfred Newman, 
and Franz Waxman. He went on to write music for more than 200 television films for the 
groundbreaking, early anthology series Alcoa Theatre , Kraft Television Theatre, Chrysler The¬ 
atre, and Playhouse 90. His more recent contributions to television music include themes 
for NBC Nightly News ("The Mission"), the theme for what has become network television's 
longest-running series, NBC's Meet the Press , and the prestigious PBS arts showcase Great 
Performances. 

Mr. Williams has composed numerous works for the concert stage, among them two sym¬ 
phonies, and concertos for flute, oboe, violin, clarinet, viola, and tuba. His cello concerto 
was commissioned by the Boston Symphony Orchestra and premiered by Yo-Yo Ma at 
Tanglewood in 1994. Mr. Williams also has filled commissions by several of the world's 
leading orchestras, including a bassoon concerto for the New York Philharmonic, a trum¬ 
pet concerto for the Cleveland Orchestra, and a horn concerto for the Chicago Symphony 
Orchestra. "Seven for Luck," a seven-piece song cycle for soprano and orchestra based on 
texts by former U.S. Poet Laureate Rita Dove, was premiered by the Boston Symphony at 
Tanglewood in 1998. And at the opening concert of their 2009-10 season, James Levine led 
the Boston Symphony in the premiere of Mr. Williams's "On Willows and Birches," a new 
concerto for harp and orchestra. 

One of America's best-known and most distinctive artistic voices, Mr. Williams has com¬ 
posed music for many important cultural and commemorative events, including "Liberty 
Fanfare" for the rededication of the Statue of Liberty in 1986, "American Journey" for the 
America's Millennium concert in Washington, D.C., on New Year's Eve 1999, and "Sound¬ 
ings" for the gala opening of Walt Disney Concert Hall in Los Angeles. In the world of sport, 
he has contributed musical themes for the 1984,1988, and 1996 Summer Olympic Games, 
and the 2002 Winter Olympic Games. 

Mr. Williams holds honorary degrees from twenty-one American universities, including 
The Juilliard School, Boston College, Northeastern University, Tufts University, Boston 
University, the New England Conservatory of Music, the University of Massachusetts at 
Boston, The Eastman School of Music, the Oberlin Conservatory of Music, and the Uni¬ 
versity of Southern California. He is a recipient of the 2009 National Medal of Arts, the 
highest award given to artists by the United States Government. In 2003 he received the 
Olympic Order, the IOC's highest honor, for his contributions to the Olympic movement. 

He served as the Grand Marshal of the 2004 Rose Parade in Pasadena, and was a recip¬ 
ient of the Kennedy Center Honor in December 2004. In 2016, he received the AFI's Life 
Achievement Award, the first time this award has been given to a composer. In January 
2009, Mr. Williams composed and arranged "Air and Simple Gifts" especially for the 
inaugural ceremony of President Barack Obama.

In 2017 the Boston Pops, affectionately called "America's 
Orchestra," enters its 132nd season of entertaining audiences 
in Boston and beyond. Boston Pops Conductor Keith Lockhart 
marks his 23rd year at the helm of the orchestra. Highlights 
include a season-long tribute to Boston Pops Conductor Laureate 
John Williams, debuts by some of today's most compelling 
artists, and the return of favorite performers and themes. 


When Civil War veteran Henry Lee Higginson founded the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra in 1881, he called its establishment 
"the dream of my life." From the start he intended to present, 
in the warmer months, concerts of light classics and the popular music of the day. From a 
practical perspective, Higginson realized that these "lighter" performances, to be called 
"Promenade Concerts," would provide year-round employment for his musicians, and 
in 1885 he was able to fulfill his vision. In May of that year—a little more than a month 
before the inaugural "Promenade Concert"—German-born conductor Adolf Neuendorff, 
under the aegis of the BSO, conducted a series of "Popular Concerts" in the Boston 
Music Hall, where the audience sat in typical concert seating and no refreshments were 
served. On July 11,1885, Neuendorff—who became the first conductor of the Pops, 
before that name was officially adopted—led the first official "Promenade Concert," 
distinguished from "Popular Concerts" by virtue of seating (tables and chairs instead 
of auditorium-style rows), program format (three parts divided by two intermissions, 
during which patrons could promenade around the concert hall), and the availability of 
food and beverages. For the rest of the 19th century, although formally called "Promenade 
Concerts," they continued to be referred to informally as "Popular," which eventually 
became shortened to "Pops," the name officially adopted in 1900. The following year 
the orchestra performed for the first time in its new home, Symphony Hall. Not only is 
this performance space acoustically outstanding, it was also designed, at Higginson's

insistence, so that the rows of floor seats for Boston Symphony concerts could be 
replaced by tables and chairs for Pops concerts. To this day, patrons sitting at the 
cabaret-style tables can enjoy food and drink, along with the kind of musical entertain¬ 
ment only the Boston Pops can provide. 

Some people may not realize that there were seventeen Pops conductors—beginning 
with the aforementioned Adolf Neuendorff—who preceded Arthur Fiedler, the first 
American-born musician to lead the orchestra. In his nearly 50-year tenure as Pops 
Conductor (1930-1979), Arthur Fiedler established the Boston Pops as a national icon. 
He moved the Pops beyond its origins in light-classical music into the world of pop 
culture, showcasing the popular artists of the day 
as well as the work of young American compos¬ 
ers and arrangers. Mr. Fiedler organized the first 
free outdoor orchestral concerts on the Charles 
River Esplanade that led to Boston's now-famous 
Fourth of July concert, established the Pops as 
the most recorded orchestra in history—including 
the best-seller "Jalousie”—and introduced the Eve¬ 
ning at Pops television series, bringing the orches¬ 
tra into the living rooms of countless Americans. 

When John Williams (1980-1993) succeeded 
Arthur Fiedler, he was the most highly acclaimed 
composer in Hollywood, and today, with 50 
Academy Award nominations, he is the most- 
nominated living person in Academy history. With 
the Pops, Mr. Williams continued the orchestra's prolific recording tradition with a 
series of best-selling albums for the Philips and Sony Classical labels, broadened and 
updated the Pops repertoire—commissioning new compositions and introducing new 
arrangements of Boston Pops classics—and entertained audiences with live orchestral 
accompaniment to film clips of memorable movie scenes, many of which featured icon¬ 
ic music from his own film scores. He traveled extensively with the Pops both nationally

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and internationally, leading the Pops on 
its first tours to Japan. Mr. Williams 
also brought a bit of Hollywood to the 
Pops stage, with special appearances 
by Steven Spielberg, Martin Scorsese, 
and Frank Langella, not to mention Darth 
Vader, R2D2, and C3PO. 

Having led more than 1,800 Boston Pops 
concerts in his 22-year tenure, Keith 
Lockhart (1995-present) has created 
programs that reach out to a broader 
and younger audience by presenting artists—both established performers and rising 
stars—from virtually every corner of the entertainment world, all the while maintaining 
the Pops' appeal to its core audience. He has made 78 television shows, led 42 national 
and four overseas tours with the Boston Pops Esplanade Orchestra, led the Pops at 
several high-profile sports events, and recorded fourteen albums. Mr. Lockhart's tenure 
has been marked by a dramatic increase in touring, the orchestra's first Grammy nom¬ 
inations, the first major network national broadcast of the Fourth-of-July spectacular 
from the Esplanade, and the release of the Boston Pops' first self-produced and self- 
distributed recordings. 

Opening the 132nd Pops season is Grammy winner and Oscar nominee Queen Latifah, 
who is sure to display her musical versatility in her Boston Pops debut. Also appearing 
for the first time with the Pops is Leslie Odom, Jr., who earned a Tony Award for his 
portrayal of Aaron Burr in Hamilton. Throughout the season, Keith Lockhart and the 
Boston Pops Orchestra celebrate the career and 85th birthday year of Boston Pops 
Conductor Laureate and master film composer John Williams, exploring the undeni¬ 
ably powerful combination of movies and music. Two of the most popular movies of all 
time— E.T. and Jaws —will be screened at Symphony Hall while the orchestra performs 
the John Williams scores. The maestro himself returns to the Pops podium, sharing it 
with Keith Lockhart for the annual Film Night, which this year will feature music from 
Star Wars: The Force Awakens and memorable themes from other notable films. In another 
birthday tribute, Keith leads the Pops in some of John Williams' most familiar movie 
music, along with excerpts from some of his works for the concert stage. 

The creative Ben Folds returns to the Pops stage for a performance to include his criti¬ 
cally acclaimed piano concerto, and Cirque de la Symphonie makes an encore appear¬ 
ance to dazzle audiences with acrobatic and aerial feats. The 1980s live again when the 
B-52s, who first appeared with the Pops last summer at Tanglewood, bring the party to 
Symphony Hall. In a tribute to ABBA, Arrival from Sweden performs the catchy tunes

Thompson's Alleluia with Leonard Cohen's Hallelujah. As co-creative director of the Happy 
Hour at the Symphony Series with the Indianapolis Symphony (2009-13), Mr. Hackman— 
along with co-artistic directors Time For Three (TF3)—pioneered a new type of concert 
experience blending classical with pop. He returns annually to Indianapolis. Steve Hackman 
mirrors his work on the classical side as a producer/DJ/songwriter on the pop side under the 
moniker :STEREO HIDEOUT:. In 2014 he released the debut album The Radio Nouveau along 
with several music videos. The follow-up album, Down with the Classics (a mixtape introduction 
to classical music), features thirteen songs that layer melodies and raps over classical sam¬ 
ples. Other work includes composing and arranging for such artists as the string trio Time 
for Three and choral ensembles Chanticleer and The Tallis Scholars. Mr. Hackman was a 
four-year member, producer, and musical director of the a cappella group The Other Guys 
at the University of Illinois; under his direction they were runners-up in the International 
Competition of Collegiate A Cappella at Avery Fisher Hall. He is a prolific songwriter, having 
written hundreds of songs and releasing several albums of original music. His composition 
"The Pendulum Song'' was a finalist in the prestigious John Lennon Songwriting Competition, 
and he has also received honorable mention in the Billboard songwriting competition. Steve 
Hackman studied conducting under Otto-Werner Mueller and counterpoint/composition 
under Dr. Ford Lallerstedt at Philadelphia's Curtis Institute of Music. He subsequently stud¬ 
ied conducting with David Zinman at the American Academy of Conducting at Aspen and 
received further instruction in orchestration from the prolific Broadway orchestrator/com- 
poser William Brohn. He served as the assistant conductor of the Reading Symphony for two 
seasons, where he led subscription, family, education, and New Year's Eve programs. Steve 
Hackman is active on social media under the handle @stereohideout, and many of his pieces 
can be watched on YouTube's stereohideout channel. 


LARRY “CHA-CHI” LOPRETE 


Born and raised in Cambridge, Massachusetts, Larry "Cha-Chi" Loprete began his love affair 
with music on February 9,1964, the day the Beatles performed for the first time in the United 
States on The Ed Sullivan Show. For many who witnessed it, the Beatles' performance 
stirred up a passion for creativity and possibility and for Cha-Chi, it soon evolved into 
a lifelong love of radio. In 1981 Cha-Chi fulfilled what he describes as his "ultimate 
dream''—he began his radio career at Boston's biggest rock radio station, WBCN 
104.1 FM-The Rock of Boston. Starting humbly as a WBCN "Listener-Line" volunteer 
answering the station's request line, with hard work and determination he was soon 
hired as the station's Assistant Promotion Director. His expansive knowledge and love 
of the Beatles became clearly evident to his peers at WBCN and this passion paid 
the mid-1980s when Cha-Chi was granted the extraordinary opportunity to have an 
air shift on WBCN as host of a new program called "Get Back to the Beatles." Then he was 
promoted again, this time to the much-coveted position of Promotion Director for WBCN. 

In 2001 new stripes were added when Cha-Chi was appointed Marketing Director at WZLX 
100.7FM, Boston's Classic Rock, in addition to WBCN. When WBCN closed its doors in

August 2009 and became 98.5 The Sports Hub, Cha-Chi assumed the role of Marketing 
Director, overseeing promotions and marketing for the radio station. Unwavering in his deter¬ 
mination to bring the best radio has to offer, Cha-Chi was nominated an unprecedented six 
times for Promotion/Marketing Director of the Year by Billboard Magazine and won twice. 

In 2005 Cha-Chi became the host of WZLX's "Breakfast with the Beatles" airing Sunday 
mornings at 8; he continues to gain and entertain Beatles fans, both young and young at 
heart, each week. Through the years, Cha-Chi has interviewed Paul, George, and Ringo on 
multiple occasions, as well as such other significant "Beatle people" as George Martin, Yoko 
Ono, Julian Lennon, Cynthia Lennon, Pattie Boyd-Harrison, and Pete Best. Cha-Chi's extensive 
knowledge of the Beatles, both as a band and individually—and his significant collection of 
Beatles memorabilia—have earned him a reputation as Boston's Beatles historian and keeper 
of the flame.

Please note: In consideration of our artists and patrons, late seating will take place only during the 
seating break approximately five minutes after the start of each performance. 

Smoking is not permitted anywhere in Symphony Hall. 

Camera and recording equipment may not be brought into Symphony Hall during concerts. 

To avoid delays in food service, patrons at tables are encouraged to place their orders as early 
as possible. 

Patrons who bring bags to Symphony Hall are subject to mandatory inspections before entering the 
building. 

In the event of a building emergency, patrons will be notified by an announcement from the stage. 
Should the building need to be evacuated, please exit via the nearest door (see map on opposite 
page), or according to instructions. 

The box office is open from 10am until 6pm Monday through Friday and 4pm until 8:30pm on 
Saturday during the Pops season. The box office closes a half-hour past starting time for evening 
concerts. In addition, the box office opens at noon for the Saturday and Sunday matinee performances. 

To purchase Boston Pops tickets: American Express, MasterCard, Visa, Diners Club, Discover, 
a personal check, and cash are accepted at the box office. To charge tickets instantly on a major 
credit card, call "SymphonyCharge" at (617) 266-1200, from 10am until 5pm Monday through 
Friday and from 12:30pm until 4:30pm on Saturday.

An exhibit highlighting the acquisition by the BSO Archives of the Whitestone Photo¬ 
graph Collection, a collection of more than 90,000 negatives and prints documenting 
the rich musical life at Tanglewood, the BSO's summer home 
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Having celebrated his twentieth anniversary as Boston Pops Conductor in 2015, Keith 
Lockhart is the second longest-tenured conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra since 
its founding in 1885. He took over as conductor in 1995, following John Williams's 
thirteen-year tenure from 1980 to 1993; Mr. Williams succeeded the legendary Arthur 
Fiedler, who was at the helm of the orchestra for nearly fifty years. During his tenure, 
Keith Lockhart has significantly expanded the orchestra's programming, focused on 
national annual touring, and participated in major media events. He has solidified the 
Pops's place in the fabric of the New England community and has led the Boston Pops in 
countless performance situations. The list of more than 250 guest artists with whom he 
has collaborated is a virtual "who's who" of performers and pop culture icons. 

Keith Lockhart has conducted more than 1,800 Boston Pops concerts, most of which 
have taken place during the orchestra's spring and holiday seasons in Boston's historic 
Symphony Hall. Mr. Lockhart has also led annual Boston Pops appearances at Tangle- 
wood, 42 national tours to 146 cities in 35 states, and four international tours to Japan 
and Korea. He and the Pops have participated in such high-profile sporting events as 
Super Bowl XXXVI, the 2008 NBA finals, the 2013 Boston Red Sox Ring Ceremony, and 
the Red Sox Opening Day game at Fenway Park in 2009. The annual July 4 Boston Pops 
Fireworks Spectacular draws a live audience of 800,000 to the Charles River Esplanade 
and millions more who view it on television or live webcast. In 2017, with Eaton Vance as 
presenting sponsor and Bloomberg exclusive media partner, the Pops organization pres¬ 
ents its first self-produced Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular, which will be broadcast 
on Bloomberg Television and all its media outlets. 

Mr. Lockhart has led eight albums on the RCA Victor/BMG Classics label, including two— 
The Celtic Album and The Latin Album —that earned Grammy nominations. Recent releases 


on Boston Pops Recordings include The Red Sox Album, A Boston Pops Christmas-Live 
from Symphony Hall, and The Dream Lives On: A Portrait of the Kennedy Brothers, which 
was a Boston Pops commission premiered in 2010 during the orchestra's 125th season. 
Released at the beginning of the 2017 Pops season, Lights, Camera...Music! Six Decades of 
John Williams features Keith Lockhart leading the Boston Pops in a collection of Williams's 
compositions from the 1960s onward, some of which can be considered rarities. 

Programming-wise, Keith Lockhart has put an increased focus on musical theater, attract¬ 
ing such leading Broadway artists as Kristen Chenoweth, Idina Menzel, Kelli O'Hara, 
Bernadette Peters, and Billy Porter to the Pops stage. He has worked closely with hun¬ 
dreds of talented young musicians, including Fellows of the Tanglewood Music Center, 
college students from the Boston Conservatory and Berklee College of Music, and area 
high school students. He introduced the PopSearch talent competition and the innova¬ 
tive JazzFest and EdgeFest series, featuring prominent jazz and indie artists performing 
with the Pops. He is dedicated to building and updating the Boston Pops library of music, 
which contains over five thousand arrangements. 

With a renewed commitment to bring the Boston Pops into the Boston community and 
to important civic events, Keith Lockhart and the Pops have appeared at gubernatorial 
and mayoral inauguration ceremonies; the annual tree lighting in Boston's Public Garden; 
sporting events including Red Sox, Patriots, Bruins, and Celtics games; and the memorial 
service for the Boston Marathon bombing victims. He has led free concerts in such major 
public spaces as Boston Common and Franklin Park, and each holiday season brings 
members of the Pops to play for patients at Children's Hospital. 

Perhaps the most significant key to Keith Lockhart's success is his ability to connect pas¬ 
sionately with audiences through his engaging programs, his commitment to speaking 
directly from the stage with fascinating insights into the music, and his inherent under¬ 
standing of the importance of what sets the Pops experience apart from a traditional 
orchestra concert—an atmosphere of music-making that is both fun and entertaining for 
music lovers of all ages. 

In addition to occupying the Julian and Eunice Cohen Boston Pops Conductor chair, 
Keith Lockhart currently serves as principal conductor of the BBC Concert Orchestra 
in London, which he led in the June 2012 Diamond Jubilee Concert for Queen Elizabeth 
II, and as artistic director of the Brevard Music Center summer institute and festival in 
North Carolina. Prior to his BBC appointment, he spent eleven years as music director 
of the Utah Symphony, which he led at the 2002 Olympic Winter Games in Salt Lake 
City. He has appeared as a guest conductor with virtually every major symphonic 
ensemble in North America, as well as several in Asia and Europe. Prior to coming to 
Boston, he was the associate conductor of both the Cincinnati Symphony and Cincinnati 
Pops orchestras, as well as music director of the Cincinnati Chamber Orchestra. Born in 
Poughkeepsie, NY, Keith Lockhart began his musical studies with piano lessons at the 
age of seven. He holds degrees from Furman University and Carnegie Mellon University, 
and honorary doctorates from several American universities. Visit keithlockhart.com for 
further information. 
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In a career spanning six decades, John Williams has become one of America's most 
accomplished and successful composers for film and for the concert stage; he remains 
one of our nation's most distinguished and contributive musical voices. In January 1980, 
Mr. Williams was named nineteenth conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra, succeed¬ 
ing the legendary Arthur Fiedler. He currently holds the title of George and Roberta 
Berry Boston Pops Conductor Laureate, which he assumed following his retirement in 
December 1993, after fourteen highly successful seasons. He also holds the title of 
Artist-in-Residence at Tanglewood. In addition, he maintains thriving artistic relationships 
with many of the world's great orchestras. His 40-year artistic partnership with director 
Steven Spielberg has resulted in such acclaimed and successful films as Schindler's List, 

E.T. The Extra-Terrestrial, Jaws, Jurassic Park, Close Encounters of the Third Kind, the Indiana 
Jones films, Lincoln, Saving Private Ryan, War Horse, The Adventures of Tintin, Amistad, 
Munich, Hook, Catch Me If You Can, Minority Report, A.I. Artificial Intelligence, and Empire 
of the Sun. Mr. Williams also composed the scores for all seven Star Wars films, the first 
three Harry Potter films, Superman, JFK, Born on the Fourth of July, Memoirs of a Geisha, Far 
and Away, The Accidental Tourist, Home Alone, Nixon, The Patriot, The Book Thief, Angela's 
Ashes, Seven Years in Tibet, The Witches of Eastwick, Rosewood, Sleepers, Sabrina, Presumed 
Innocent, The Cowboys, The Reivers , and Goodbye, Mr. Chips , among many others. His most 
recent film project was Star Wars: The Last Jedi. He has worked with such legendary direc¬ 
tors as Alfred Hitchcock, William Wyler, and Robert Altman. He adapted the score for 
the film version of Fiddler on the Roof , for which he composed original violin cadenzas for 
renowned virtuoso Isaac Stern. He has appeared on recordings as pianist and conductor 
with Itzhak Perlman, Joshua Bell, Jessye Norman, and others. Mr. Williams has received 
five Academy Awards and a total of fifty Oscar nominations, making him the Academy's 
most-nominated living person. He also has received seven British Academy Awards 



(BAFTA), twenty-three Grammys, four Golden Globes, five Emmys, and numerous gold and 
platinum records. 

A composition student of Mario Castelnuovo-Tedesco, Mr. Williams also studied piano at 
the Juilliard School with Madame Rosina Lhevinne. He began his career in the film indus¬ 
try working with such accomplished composers as Bernard Herrmann, Alfred Newman, 
and Franz Waxman. He went on to write music for more than 200 television films for the 
groundbreaking, early anthology series Alcoa Theatre , Kraft Television Theatre, Chrysler The¬ 
atre, and Playhouse 90. His more recent contributions to television music include themes 
for NBC Nightly News ("The Mission"), the theme for what has become network television's 
longest-running series, NBC's Meet the Press , and the prestigious PBS arts showcase Great 
Performances. 

Mr. Williams has composed numerous works for the concert stage, among them two sym¬ 
phonies, and concertos for flute, oboe, violin, clarinet, viola, and tuba. His cello concerto 
was commissioned by the Boston Symphony Orchestra and premiered by Yo-Yo Ma at 
Tanglewood in 1994. Mr. Williams also has filled commissions by several of the world's 
leading orchestras, including a bassoon concerto for the New York Philharmonic, a trum¬ 
pet concerto for the Cleveland Orchestra, and a horn concerto for the Chicago Symphony 
Orchestra. "Seven for Luck," a seven-piece song cycle for soprano and orchestra based on 
texts by former U.S. Poet Laureate Rita Dove, was premiered by the Boston Symphony at 
Tanglewood in 1998. And at the opening concert of their 2009-10 season, James Levine led 
the Boston Symphony in the premiere of Mr. Williams's "On Willows and Birches," a new 
concerto for harp and orchestra. 

One of America's best-known and most distinctive artistic voices, Mr. Williams has com¬ 
posed music for many important cultural and commemorative events, including "Liberty 
Fanfare" for the rededication of the Statue of Liberty in 1986, "American Journey" for the 
America's Millennium concert in Washington, D.C., on New Year's Eve 1999, and "Sound¬ 
ings" for the gala opening of Walt Disney Concert Hall in Los Angeles. In the world of sport, 
he has contributed musical themes for the 1984,1988, and 1996 Summer Olympic Games, 
and the 2002 Winter Olympic Games. 

Mr. Williams holds honorary degrees from twenty-one American universities, including 
The Juilliard School, Boston College, Northeastern University, Tufts University, Boston 
University, the New England Conservatory of Music, the University of Massachusetts at 
Boston, The Eastman School of Music, the Oberlin Conservatory of Music, and the Uni¬ 
versity of Southern California. He is a recipient of the 2009 National Medal of Arts, the 
highest award given to artists by the United States Government. In 2003 he received the 
Olympic Order, the IOC's highest honor, for his contributions to the Olympic movement. 

He served as the Grand Marshal of the 2004 Rose Parade in Pasadena, and was a recip¬ 
ient of the Kennedy Center Honor in December 2004. In 2016, he received the AFI's Life 
Achievement Award, the first time this award has been given to a composer. In January 
2009, Mr. Williams composed and arranged "Air and Simple Gifts" especially for the 
inaugural ceremony of President Barack Obama.

In 2017 the Boston Pops, affectionately called "America's 
Orchestra," enters its 132nd season of entertaining audiences 
in Boston and beyond. Boston Pops Conductor Keith Lockhart 
marks his 23rd year at the helm of the orchestra. Highlights 
include a season-long tribute to Boston Pops Conductor Laureate 
John Williams, debuts by some of today's most compelling 
artists, and the return of favorite performers and themes. 


When Civil War veteran Henry Lee Higginson founded the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra in 1881, he called its establishment 
"the dream of my life." From the start he intended to present, 
in the warmer months, concerts of light classics and the popular music of the day. From a 
practical perspective, Higginson realized that these "lighter" performances, to be called 
"Promenade Concerts," would provide year-round employment for his musicians, and 
in 1885 he was able to fulfill his vision. In May of that year—a little more than a month 
before the inaugural "Promenade Concert"—German-born conductor Adolf Neuendorff, 
under the aegis of the BSO, conducted a series of "Popular Concerts" in the Boston 
Music Hall, where the audience sat in typical concert seating and no refreshments were 
served. On July 11,1885, Neuendorff—who became the first conductor of the Pops, 
before that name was officially adopted—led the first official "Promenade Concert," 
distinguished from "Popular Concerts" by virtue of seating (tables and chairs instead 
of auditorium-style rows), program format (three parts divided by two intermissions, 
during which patrons could promenade around the concert hall), and the availability of 
food and beverages. For the rest of the 19th century, although formally called "Promenade 
Concerts," they continued to be referred to informally as "Popular," which eventually 
became shortened to "Pops," the name officially adopted in 1900. The following year 
the orchestra performed for the first time in its new home, Symphony Hall. Not only is 
this performance space acoustically outstanding, it was also designed, at Higginson's

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insistence, so that the rows of floor seats for Boston Symphony concerts could be 
replaced by tables and chairs for Pops concerts. To this day, patrons sitting at the 
cabaret-style tables can enjoy food and drink, along with the kind of musical entertain¬ 
ment only the Boston Pops can provide. 

Some people may not realize that there were seventeen Pops conductors—beginning 
with the aforementioned Adolf Neuendorff—who preceded Arthur Fiedler, the first 
American-born musician to lead the orchestra. In his nearly 50-year tenure as Pops 
Conductor (1930-1979), Arthur Fiedler established the Boston Pops as a national icon. 
He moved the Pops beyond its origins in light-classical music into the world of pop 
culture, showcasing the popular artists of the day 
as well as the work of young American compos¬ 
ers and arrangers. Mr. Fiedler organized the first 
free outdoor orchestral concerts on the Charles 
River Esplanade that led to Boston's now-famous 
Fourth of July concert, established the Pops as 
the most recorded orchestra in history—including 
the best-seller "Jalousie”—and introduced the Eve¬ 
ning at Pops television series, bringing the orches¬ 
tra into the living rooms of countless Americans. 

When John Williams (1980-1993) succeeded 
Arthur Fiedler, he was the most highly acclaimed 
composer in Hollywood, and today, with 50 
Academy Award nominations, he is the most- 
nominated living person in Academy history. With 
the Pops, Mr. Williams continued the orchestra's prolific recording tradition with a 
series of best-selling albums for the Philips and Sony Classical labels, broadened and 
updated the Pops repertoire—commissioning new compositions and introducing new 
arrangements of Boston Pops classics—and entertained audiences with live orchestral 
accompaniment to film clips of memorable movie scenes, many of which featured icon¬ 
ic music from his own film scores. He traveled extensively with the Pops both nationally

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and internationally, leading the Pops on 
its first tours to Japan. Mr. Williams 
also brought a bit of Hollywood to the 
Pops stage, with special appearances 
by Steven Spielberg, Martin Scorsese, 
and Frank Langella, not to mention Darth 
Vader, R2D2, and C3PO. 

Having led more than 1,800 Boston Pops 
concerts in his 22-year tenure, Keith 
Lockhart (1995-present) has created 
programs that reach out to a broader 
and younger audience by presenting artists—both established performers and rising 
stars—from virtually every corner of the entertainment world, all the while maintaining 
the Pops' appeal to its core audience. He has made 78 television shows, led 42 national 
and four overseas tours with the Boston Pops Esplanade Orchestra, led the Pops at 
several high-profile sports events, and recorded fourteen albums. Mr. Lockhart's tenure 
has been marked by a dramatic increase in touring, the orchestra's first Grammy nom¬ 
inations, the first major network national broadcast of the Fourth-of-July spectacular 
from the Esplanade, and the release of the Boston Pops' first self-produced and self- 
distributed recordings. 

Opening the 132nd Pops season is Grammy winner and Oscar nominee Queen Latifah, 
who is sure to display her musical versatility in her Boston Pops debut. Also appearing 
for the first time with the Pops is Leslie Odom, Jr., who earned a Tony Award for his 
portrayal of Aaron Burr in Hamilton. Throughout the season, Keith Lockhart and the 
Boston Pops Orchestra celebrate the career and 85th birthday year of Boston Pops 
Conductor Laureate and master film composer John Williams, exploring the undeni¬ 
ably powerful combination of movies and music. Two of the most popular movies of all 
time— E.T. and Jaws —will be screened at Symphony Hall while the orchestra performs 
the John Williams scores. The maestro himself returns to the Pops podium, sharing it 
with Keith Lockhart for the annual Film Night, which this year will feature music from 
Star Wars: The Force Awakens and memorable themes from other notable films. In another 
birthday tribute, Keith leads the Pops in some of John Williams' most familiar movie 
music, along with excerpts from some of his works for the concert stage. 

The creative Ben Folds returns to the Pops stage for a performance to include his criti¬ 
cally acclaimed piano concerto, and Cirque de la Symphonie makes an encore appear¬ 
ance to dazzle audiences with acrobatic and aerial feats.

In 1993, with only an enthusiasm for music 
as their common bond, the Boston Pops 
Orchestra and the "inaugural" Gospel Night 
community choir came together to begin 
a relationship of music-making. Little did 
anyone on that stage in 1993—from the con¬ 
ductor to the least experienced singer and 
player—know that they were participating in 
the cultivation of a relationship that would 
develop into a 25-year continuous run. What 
the orchestra and the singers are continuing 
to learn is more about what drives each other's enthusiasm for music and also keeps each 
side returning annually to perform. 


One significant item that has kept the choir and orchestra in relationship has been the grow¬ 
ing audience that looks forward to this program. "Gospel Night at Pops" is, of course, about 
two very different and self-sufficient agents coming together to create something that neither 
could on its own. The fact that an audience appreciates the coming-together of these two 
entities makes the relationship between choir and orchestra even more exciting. The enthusi¬ 
asm continues. 


Over the years, members of the choir have developed an appreciation for the politics, con¬ 
struction, practice and performance schedule, and contractual components of the orchestra. 
The choir comes with similar components—sans a contract—and is appreciated by the 
orchestra, as well, for its commitment to quality programming. This mutual appreciation 
and collaboration has led to other programmatic occurrences such as gospel-inspired 
Independence Day performances, performances with various Pops guest artists (outside of 
Gospel Night), Christmas Pops performances, and Pops recordings. All of this occurred after 
a few brave innovators decided in 1993 that it was the right time to move in new directions. 

It is apropos to mention the names of the two now-deceased, but very alive in spirit innova¬ 
tors: Kenneth Haas (1943-2001) and Vondal Taylor, Esq. (1954-1995), who pushed forward 
the idea of Gospel Night and got the ball rolling for the 1993 inaugural concert. Kenneth Haas 
was the Managing Director of the Boston Symphony Orchestra; Vondal Taylor, a fine gospel 
musician and enthusiast, was a BSO Overseer. These two gentlemen, along with Dennis Alves 
(now Director of Artistic Planning for the Boston Pops), Maestro Isaiah Jackson, and others,

began Gospel Night. We owe them— 
and their hard work of convincing 
the organization that this was a good 
idea—a debt of gratitude. 




The collaborations that make Gospel 
Night come together year after year, 
has the additional benefit of availing 
the choir and orchestra a set of gos¬ 
pel artists that neither would perhaps 
enjoy without the other. Guest artists through the years include such names as Jubilant Sykes, 
tenor (1999); Gabrielle Goodman, soprano (2000); Rev. Daryl Coley, tenor (2001); Jennifer 
Holliday, vocal artist (2005); Rev. Marvin L. Winans, tenor (2007); Oleta Adams, alto (2008); 
Edwin & Walter Hawkins and The New Edwin Hawkins Singers (2009); Rev. Wintley Phipps, 

bass (2013); Take 6, vocal ensemble (2014); The 
Blind Boys of Alabama, vocal ensemble (2015); and 
Darlene Love, alto (2016). 

The major piece of glue holding a great deal of this 
programming together is the one-and-only Maestro 
Charles Floyd. Floyd's tasks are to select the music, 
write orchestral arrangements, write rhythm arrange¬ 
ments, audition/select local soloists, rehearse the 
soloists, rehearse the choir, rehearse the rhythm 
section, rehearse the guest artists, prepare for and 
conduct the full ensemble and conduct the concert... 
what more is ONE person to do? The world is quite fortunate to have a Maestro Charles 
Floyd. Boston has fortunately benefitted from his presence for all except two Gospel Night 
performances. 


It is guaranteed that a future group of innovators will update the orchestra's programming for 
their day. We, the current choir and orchestra, can be pleased about the relationship and foun¬ 
dation that has been built to this point. A firm foundation for future endeavors and musical 
collaboration is in place.

THE B-52S 



It is well known that the B-52s are "The World's Greatest Party Band." Forty years and 
over twenty million albums into their career, they remain one of rock music's most beloved 

and enduring bands. From groundbreaking songs like 
"Rock Lobster," "Dance This Mess Around" and "Private 
Idaho" to chart-topping hits like "Love Shack," "Roam," 
and "Deadbeat Club" to their 2008 CD Funplex the 
B-52s' unforgettable dance-rock tunes start a party 
every time their music begins. Formed in October 1976 
following drinks at an Athens (Georgia) Chinese restau¬ 
rant, the band played its first gig at a friend's house on 
Valentine's Day 1977. Naming themselves after Southern slang for exaggerated bouffant 
hairdos, the B-52s (Fred Schneider, Kate Pierson, Keith Strickland, Cindy Wilson, and Ricky 
Wilson) began weekend road trips to New York City for gigs at CBGB's and other venues, 
becoming the talk of the post-punk underground. A record deal soon followed and their 
self-titled debut disc, produced by Chris Blackwell, sold more than 500,000 copies. With 
their second studio effort, Wild Planet (1980), the B-52s and co-producer Rhett Davies 
proved their success was no fluke. In just two albums, the B-52s set the standard for the 
development of the alternative music scene for the next decade. The success of Mesopota¬ 
mia (1982), produced by David Byrne, and Whammy! (1983) positioned the B-52s as MTV 
regulars as well as alternative radio staples. At the time of their greatest achievements, 
however, they suffered their greatest tragedy—the death of guitarist Ricky Wilson from 
AIDS in 1985, just after the sessions for Bouncing Off The Satellites (1986). During a period 
of mourning, Keith, switching from drums to guitar, gradually resumed writing music for 
a new album. Keith, Kate, Fred, and Cindy re-emerged with the Don Was/Nile Rodgers 
co-produced Cosmic Thing (1989), the group's greatest commercial success. Cosmic Thing 
soared to the top of the Billboard Album chart, sold five million copies, and yielded the 
hits "Love Shack," "Roam," and "Deadbeat Club." The B-52s played to sold-out audiences 
worldwide on a tour that would last more than eighteen months, including an Earth Day 
gig before nearly 750,000 people in New York's Central Park. Soon after, Cindy Wilson 
amicably departed, while Kate and Fred worked on other solo and collaborative projects. 

As a trio, Fred, Keith, and Kate re-enlisted the tag team of Was and Rodgers to produce 
the energetic Good Stuff (1992), the group's most overtly political album. Reuniting perma¬ 
nently with Cindy, the B-52s wrote and recorded two new tracks that fit perfectly into Time 
Capsule , a 1998 collection of hits. The first single from the "Best Of" collection, "Debbie," 
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is a metaphorical tribute to band friend and supporter Debbie Harry and the whole CBGB's 
scene of the late 70s. The two-disc collection Nude on the Moon: the B-52s Anthology was 
released in 2002. In 2008 the B-52s released their first new album in sixteen years, the 
aptly titled Funplex. On February 18, 2011, the band joyfully celebrated its 34th anniversary 
with a triumphant return to its hometown. The concert was released on a CD/DVD/Blu- 
ray entitled The B-52s With The Wild Crowd! Live in Athens, GA. In January 2013 Keith Strick¬ 
land announced that he would stop touring with the band. In April 2015 the band rewarded 
longtime fans with a rare gem: the release of a show from August 1979, when the band 
opened for the Talking Heads at Boston's Berklee Center. In September 2016, the B-52s 
made their Boston Pops debut in a concert at Tanglewood. As they continue their party- 
music revolution in the 21st century, the B-52s show no signs of slowing down, serving up 
their own unique blend of music and showmanship to millions of fans around the world. 


DAVID CAMPBELL 


Arranger-conductor David Campbell's work appears on more than 425 gold or platinum 
LPs. Albums on which he has worked have received fifty Grammys and his film music 
has earned two Oscars. As an arranger, Mr. Campbell began a string of successes 
from the 70s that has continued to the present day, with No. 1 albums and songs— 
including "Your Smiling Face" (James Taylor), "The Pretender" (Jackson Browne), 
"The Rose" (Bette Midler), "Uninvited" (Alanis Morissette), "Time of Your Life" 
(Green Day), "Tal Vez" (Ricky Martin), "Jaded" (Aerosmith), "I Hope You Dance" 
(Lee Ann Womack), "Not Ready to Make Nice" (Dixie Chicks), and "21" (Adele) — 
as well as recent No. 1 hits from Miley Cyrus ("Wrecking Ball") and Taylor Swift 
("Red"). David Campbell has appeared as a guest conductor with the Los Angeles 
Philharmonic, the Hollywood Bowl Orchestra, the Dallas, Nashville, and Baltimore sympho¬ 
nies, the Tokyo Philharmonic, and the Melbourne Symphony.

STEPHEN SONDHEIM 

Stephen Sondheim wrote the music and lyrics for Saturday Night (1954), A Funny Thing 
Fiappened on the Way to the Forum (1962), Anyone Can Whistle (1964), Company (1970), 
Follies (1971), A Little Night Music (1973), The Frogs (1974), Pacific Overtures (1976), Sweeney 
Todd (1979), Merrily We Roll Along (1981), Sunday in the Park with George (1984), Into the 
Woods (1987), Assassins (1991), Passion (1994), and Road Show (2008), as well as lyrics for 
West Side Story (1957), Gypsy (1959), and Do / Hear a Waltz? (1965) and additional lyrics 
for Candide (1973). Anthologies of his work include Side By Side By Sondheim (1976), Marry 
Me a Little (1981), You're Gonna Love Tomorrow (1983), Putting It Together (1993/99), and 
Sondheim on Sondheim (2010). He composed the scores of the films Stavisky (1974) and 
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Reds (1981), and songs for Dick Tracy (1990) and the television production Evening Primrose 
(1966). His collected lyrics with attendant essays have been published in two volumes: 
Finishing the Hat (2010) and Look , / Made A Hat (2011). In 2010 the Broadway theater for¬ 
merly known as Henry Miller's Theatre was renamed in his honor. 


JAMES LAPINE 

James Lapine has worked with Stephen Sondheim on Sunday in the Park with George and 
Passion, as well as the recent Broadway show Sondheim on Sondheim. He also directed the 
first revival of Merrily We Roll Along at LaJolla Playhouse in 1985. With William Finn he has 
collaborated on Falsettos, A New Brain, 25th Annual Putnam County Spelling Bee , and the soon 
to be produced Little Miss Sunshine. Other Broadway credits include The Diary of Anne Frank, 
Golden Child, and Amour. He has written the plays Table Settings , Twelve Dreams, Luck, Pluck 
& Virtue, The Moment When, Fran's Bed, and Mrs. Miller Does Her Thing. 


MICHAEL STAROBIN 

Michael Starobin is one of the foremost orchestrators working in the theater. He has 
been the orchestrator for some of Broadway's most innovative musicals such as Falsettos, 
Sunday in the Park with George , Assassins (2004 Tony Award for Best Orchestrations), and 
Next to Normal (2009 Tony Award for Best Orchestrations). He was the conductor and 
orchestrator for Disney's animated film The Hunchback of Notre Dame , orchestrated the 
songs for Tangled, and contributed orchestrations to the film versions of Chicago, Nine, and 
Beauty and The Beast (2017). Recent theater orchestrations include Kid Victory, First Daughter 
Suite, and Freaky Friday.

CHARLES FLOYD 


Born in Chicago, conductor/pianist/composer Charles Floyd began studying piano at age 
four, gave his first solo recital at age nine, and by age twenty had been heard in solo recital, 
chamber music, and concerto performances throughout the United States and Spain. 
His mentors include pianists Joseph Schwartz, the late Aube Tzerko, Howard Karp, 

Lee Luvisi, and Misha Dichter. As a conductor, he has led more than 500 orchestras 
since 1991, during which time his podium work caught the special attention of con¬ 
ductors James DePreist and Seiji Ozawa. He has appeared with the symphony orches¬ 
tras of Detroit, Oregon, Saint Louis, Philadelphia, Buffalo, San Francisco, Chicago, and 
Baltimore, as well as with the Scottish National Radio Orchestra, Toronto Symphony, 
Sydney Symphony, Melbourne Symphony, Aukland Symphony, Wellington Sinfonia 
(New Zealand), Honolulu Symphony, London Philharmonic, Edmonton Symphony (Alberta, 
Canada), and the Holland Symfonia (Haarlem and Amsterdam, The Netherlands). During the 
2003-04 season, he appeared with the Los Angeles Philharmonic in four different programs, 
and in July 2004 made his Brooklyn Philharmonic debut at Carnegie Hall. A regular guest 
conductor of the Boston Pops for more than twenty years, he leads the annual "Gospel Night 
at Pops'' at Symphony Hall. His work in the 1996 season included a PBS telecast of Evening 
at Pops featuring Patti La Belle and Edwin Hawkins, and critically acclaimed performances 
as pianist of Gershwin's Rhapsody in Blue under Keith Lockhart. Mr. Floyd's programs 
have featured such artists as Grace Bumbry, Harolyn Blackwell, Sting, Elton John, Brian 
Wilson, James Taylor, Matt Lauer, the Paratore Brothers, Yolanda Adams, Jennifer Holliday, 
Daryl Coley, Kirk Franklin, Doc Severinsen, Sergio Mendes, Chris Botti, Stevie Wonder, 
Wynona Judd, William Warfield, and Edwin Hawkins. In 1998 he was music director for 
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PBS's A Cathedral Christmas , with Metropolitan Opera mezzo-soprano Denyce Graves at the 
National Cathedral in Washington, D.C. His eleven-year partnership with singer Natalie Cole 
included such projects as the multiple Grammy Award-winning tribute to Nat King Cole enti¬ 
tled Unforgettable , With Love , the Emmy Award-winning PBS "Great Performances" concert 
video of the same title, as well as the Grammy-winning releases Take a Look and Stardust. 
Charles Floyd's compositions range from chamber music to large orchestral and vocal works. 
A tribute to the Rev. Dr. Martin Luther King, One Man's Dream for narrator and orchestra, 
was commissioned and premiered by the Charlotte Symphony Orchestra in 2001. His Four 
Spirituals for soprano and orchestra was premiered at Symphony Hall with the Boston Pops 
Esplanade Orchestra in 1995, and his oratorio Hosanna for gospel chorus and orchestra pre¬ 
miered here in 2000. The 2012 "Gospel Night" program featured the Boston premiere of his 
cello concerto, with Boston Symphony cellist Owen Young as soloist. In July 2005 Charles 
Floyd conducted Howard Shore's The Lord Of The Rings Symphony at the request of the Oscar- 
winning film composer. In January 2009 he was the conductor for "We Are One," the pre¬ 
inaugural celebration for President Barack Obama at the Lincoln Memorial. 


REVEREND BRANDON THOMAS CROWLEY 


The Reverend Brandon Thomas Crowley is the proud Senior Pastor of the Historic Myrtle 
Baptist Church of West Newton, Massachusetts, and a sixth-year Ph.D. candidate and 

teaching fellow at Boston University, concentrating in Religion and Society. Founded 
by freed slaves in 1874, the Historic Myrtle Baptist Church is one of the oldest 
black churches in New England. During Reverend Crowley's eight years as pastor, 
the church has retired its mortgage early, hired part-time staff-members, started 
several new ministries, acquired several thousand dollars in grants to establish the 
Myrtle History Museum, developed partnerships with the Brookview House and 
the City Mission Society of Boston to share in the ministry of poverty intervention, 
and increased its membership exponentially, making it Newton's fastest growing 
congregation. Under his pastoral leadership, the church's financials have experienced a 
remarkable annual growth rate, the church has acquired 1.8 million dollars in city grants to 
build the Myrtle Village affordable housing units, and the church substantially increased 
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its net reserve accounts while also distributing over $100,000 in college scholarships and 
graduate school intern stipends. The church has also raised thousands of dollars for HIV/ 
AIDS and cancer research, started a prison ministry to assist incarcerated persons in pur¬ 
suing a secondary education through the Boston University Prison Education Program, and 
given over $200,000 for community outreach, benevolence, missions, and relief initiatives. 
In 2008, Reverend Crowley earned a bachelor of arts in Religion magna cum laude from 
Morehouse College. During his senior year at Morehouse, Reverend Crowley was named 
the Martin Luther King, Jr., Scholar and at graduation was honored as that year's top- 
ranking scholar in the department of Religion. In 2011, Reverend Crowley earned a master of 
divinity from Harvard Divinity School, where he was a Presidential Scholar, the National 
Baptist J.H. Jackson Scholar, and the Hopkins Scholar for Religious Diversity and Parish 
Ministry. Reverend Crowley wrote his M.Div. thesis on The Demonization of Honesty: How 
the Black Church Subconsciously Deifies the Closet. In spring 2012, Reverend Crowley earned a 
master's degree in Sacred Theology from the Boston University School of Theology. While 
completing this second master's, Reverend Crowley was granted the Charles E. Jefferson, 
William and Anna Lowstuter, Roswell Robinson, and Springboard fellowships/scholarships. 
His STM thesis was titled Unveiling Secrets: A multidiscipline academic examination of Bishop 
Eddie Lee Long's Homophobic Sermon "Back to the future." Currently Reverend Crowley is 
working on his dissertation entitled Inclusive black Congregations and The Queering of Black 
Ecclesiology. His research examines how three open and affirming historically African- 
American congregations in the Boston metro area have queered their ecclesial contexts 
despite the gruesome history of homophobia within the black community. In 2017, Reverend 
Crowley was granted a $25,000 dissertation research grant by the Fund for Theological 
Exploration. 


CECE WINANS 



CeCe Winans is currently on her "Fall in Love Tour," presented by Medi-Share. The best¬ 
selling and most-awarded female gospel artist of all time, CeCe Winans recently jumped 
at the opportunity—when her son, Alvin Love III, proposed the idea—to record the 
generation-bridging new album Let Them Fall In Love , her first recording in nearly 
a decade. Recording and performing as both a solo artist and as a duo with her 
brother BeBe, CeCe Winans has influenced a generation of gospel and secular 
vocalists over the course of her astonishing career, during which she has received 
ten Grammy Awards, twenty Dove Awards, and seven Stellar Awards. She has been 
inducted into the Gospel Music Hall of Fame, the Hollywood Walk of Fame, and 
the Nashville Music City Walk of Fame, in addition to being named a Trailblazer of 
Soul by BMI and garnering multiple NAACP Image Awards, Soul Train Awards, Essence 
Awards, and more. She has sold in excess of five million albums in the United States, top¬ 
ping the Gospel charts repeatedly while crossing over with hits like "Count On Me," her 
duet with Whitney Houston from the multi-platinum Waiting To Exhale soundtrack. She 
has touched millions more with inspirational performances everywhere, from television 
appearances with Oprah to performances at the White House. She has even showed off 
her acting chops on such television series as 7th Heaven and Doc. While collaborating 
with family is nothing new for Ms. Winans, the recording sessions for Let Them Fall In Love 
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found the Detroit native working for the very first time with her son as producer. Bringing 
together generations is a Winans specialty, and she drew inspiration for the album from 
her extensive work with the young men and women who attend the church she and her 
husband founded in Nashville. Written primarily by Alvin and co-produced by Alvin along 
with longtime Winans collaborator Tommy Sims, the album was recorded both in Nashville 
and New York City, and merges eras and genres in a glorious blend of past and present 
that simultaneously recalls the heyday of Motown and still sounds undeniably modern. 
Album cuts include "He's Never Failed Me Yet," "Run To Him," "Marvelous," "Hey Devil!" 
(on which she is joined by fellow gospel powerhouses The Clark Sisters), "Peace From 
God," "Lowly," "Why Me," "Dancing in The Spirit" (joined by Hezekiah Walker and his 
choir), "Never Have To Be Alone," and the title track. CeCe Winans makes her Boston Pops 
debut with this evening's performance. Medi-Share, presenter of the "Fall in Love Tour," is 
a healthcare-sharing program that allows people to share each other's medical bills. Since 
the program's inception in 1993, Medi-Share members have shared more than $1.2 billion 
of one another's medical expenses.

She is grateful to her family, conductor Charles Floyd, Dr. Dennis 
Slaughter—and especially Norris Welch—for being supportive of her musical journey. 
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Ayeesha Lane has been singing since the age of eight, only at the encouragement of her 
grandmother Lorena. Having attended the historic Myrtle Baptist Church in West Newton, 
Massachusetts, since the early 1980s, she currently serves there as a worship leader. She 
is also a member of Living Water, one of Boston's premier gospel ensembles. A member 
of the Boston Pops Gospel Choir since 1993, she works as a consultant with Third Sector 
New England. 



Native Bostonian Ray Martin is a member of the Good Shepherd COGIC in Roxbury, 
Massachusetts, where he sings with its male chorus, The Good Shepherds; he is a former 
member of the gospel ensemble Just 4 Praize.

Born in Augusta, Georgia, and raised in Brooklyn, New York, Lori Mays-Harper was exposed 
to every genre of music over the years; gospel especially intrigued her. Raised in the church, 
she loved to hear her mother sing solos and lead with various local groups. As a teenager, 
Lori was baptized and her life changed forever. Dedicating her life to the church and the 
Lord, she joined the Institutional Church of God in Christ, home of the world-renowned 
Institutional Radio Choir. Lori honed her vocal skills by singing with the youth choir and 
recording with various local recording artists. In 1986 she recorded "Behold" with the 
late Joyce Taylor. Lori has opened for such gospel greats as Richard Smallwood, Walter 
Hawkins, Tramaine Hawkins, and countless others. 



A native of Dallas, Texas, Sharon Molden is an active member and vocalist at the Messiah 
Baptist Church in Brockton, Massachusetts, where she serves as director of the children's 
choir.

THE BOSTON POPS GOSPEL CHOIR 


The Boston Pops Gospel Choir, made up of volunteers from church choirs and other cho¬ 
ruses in the greater Boston area, was originally brought together to participate in the first 
"Gospel Night at Pops," which took place on Sunday, June 13, 
1993. "Gospel Night" came about as a result of the vision and 
commitment of the Boston Symphony Orchestra's Cultural 
Diversity Committee, and particularly because of the late 
Vondal M. Taylor, Jr. (1954-95), who was Vice-Chairman of 
the committee and a BSO Overseer. That first performance 
was led by guest conductor Isaiah Jackson, and Alvin Parris, III, 
prepared the choir. The following year Charles Floyd, perhaps 
best known for his work with Natalie Cole, led acclaimed "Gospel Night" performances, 
which featured his own arrangements, both at Symphony Hall and on the Esplanade. This 
season, which marks the 25th annual "Gospel Night at Pops," Mr. Floyd returns to lead 
the concert for the twenty-third time. In 1996 the Boston Pops Gospel Choir joined Patti 
La Belle and Edwin Hawkins for a concert taped for the PBS series Evening at Pops.

The BSO's web site (bso.org) provides information on all Boston Symphony and Boston Pops activi¬ 
ties at Symphony Hall and at Tanglewood, and is updated regularly. In addition, tickets for BSO and 
Pops concerts can be purchased online through a secure credit card transaction. 

Please note: In consideration of our artists and patrons, late seating will take place only during the 
seating break approximately five minutes after the start of each performance. 

Smoking is not permitted anywhere in Symphony Hall. 

Camera and recording equipment may not be brought into Symphony Hall during concerts. 

To avoid delays in food service, patrons at tables are encouraged to place their orders as early 
as possible. 

Patrons who bring bags to Symphony Hall are subject to mandatory inspections before entering the 
building. 

In the event of a building emergency, patrons will be notified by an announcement from the stage. 
Should the building need to be evacuated, please exit via the nearest door (see map on opposite 
page), or according to instructions. 

The box office is open from 10am until 6pm Monday through Friday and 4pm until 8:30pm on 
Saturday during the Pops season. The box office closes a half-hour past starting time for evening 
concerts. In addition, the box office opens at noon for the Saturday and Sunday matinee performances. 

To purchase Boston Pops tickets: American Express, MasterCard, Visa, Diners Club, Discover, 
a personal check, and cash are accepted at the box office. To charge tickets instantly on a major 
credit card, call "SymphonyCharge" at (617) 266-1200, from 10am until 5pm Monday through 
Friday and from 12:30pm until 4:30pm on Saturday. Outside the 617 area code, phone 1-888-266- 
1200. As noted above, tickets can also be purchased online. There is a handling fee of $6.50 for 
each ticket ordered by phone or online. 

Ticket prices range from $20 to $150. For Group Sales of 20 or more and Event Planning, call 
800-933-4255. 

First aid facilities for both men and women are available. On-call physicians attending concerts 
should leave their names and seat locations at the Cohen Wing entrance on Huntington Avenue. 

For patrons with disabilities, elevator access to Symphony Hall is available at both the Massachu¬ 
setts Avenue and Cohen Wing entrances. An access service center, large print programs, and 
accessible restrooms are available inside the Cohen Wing.

Elevators are located outside the O'Block/Kay and Cabot-Cahners rooms on the Massachusetts 
Avenue side of Symphony Hall, and in the Cohen Wing. 

The Eunice S. and Julian Cohen Wing, adjacent to Symphony Hall on Huntington Avenue, may be 
entered by the Symphony Hall West Entrance. 

Ladies' rooms are located on both main corridors of the orchestra level, as well as at both ends of 
the first balcony, audience-left, and in the Cohen Wing. 

Men's rooms are located on the orchestra level, audience-right, outside the O'Block/Kay Room 
near the elevator; on the first-balcony level, also audience-right, near the elevator, outside the 
Cabot-Cahners Room; and in the Cohen Wing. 


Coatrooms are located on the orchestra and first-balcony levels, audience-left, outside the 
O'Block/Kay and Cabot-Cahners rooms, and in the Cohen Wing. Please note that the BSO is not 
responsible for personal apparel or other property of patrons.
